Grand Commander and the Lieutenant Grand Commander of the Supreme Council 
become ex-officio members of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation of Canada during 
their term in office and furthermore the By-Laws of the Foundation be amended to provide 
a vote for the Sovereign Grand Commander and the Lieutenant Grand Commander with a 
quorum of the Directors to be increased to thirteen from present eleven. 

8. Presentation of the Audited Financial Statements and Investment Committee Report 
- H. E. Standish and A. D. Nichols. 

H. E. Standish presented the Financial Statements as audited and certified by the 
Accounting firm of Grant Thornton Chartered Accountants, Hamilton, Ontario. 

Copies of Auditor’s Reports and Financial Statements were distributed and reviewed by the 
Treasurer. 

He was pleased to inform the Directors that our return on investments for the past fiscal 
year was 7.9%. 

Funding is available to provide for our ongoing Grants and Bursary Program as well as the 
increased funding for our Learning Centres. 

Moved by H. E. Standish, seconded by G. R. Taylor and carried, that the Audited Financial 
Statements and Investment Committee Report be accepted as presented. 

President J. V. Lawer expressed concern about the timing of the Audited Financial 
Statements. He added that the late date of receiving these documents was impeding on 
time constraints for completing other important reports of the Foundation. 

Moved by A. B. Loopstra, seconded by R. A. Barnett, that the Audit firm of Grant Thornton, 
Chartered Accountants be retained for the ensuing fiscal year and furthermore they be 
notified that we require these audited Financial Statements in our possession by July 15, 
2007. 

The Budget with projections through May 31,2011 was presented. 

The Treasurer reviewed the proposed Budget for the fiscal year ending May 31, 2007, line 
by line. 

No unusual anticipated expenditures were noted. A. B. Loopstra questioned the rather 
substantial increase in our budgeted expenses. He reminded the Directors, that the 
approximate 17% of revenue diverted to expenditures was getting on the high side for a 
charitable organization. 

H. E. Standish replied that he was aware of the increase in expenses but added this was 
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due mainly to the Learning Centre expenses and suggested the percentage factor 
mentioned would level off in time as more revenue is generated by the Learning Centres. 

Moved by H. E. Standish, seconded by A. B. Loopstra and carried, that the Budget be 
accepted as presented. 

a. Report on review of corporate structure of Learning Centres. 

H. E. Standish reviewed with the Directors the funding for the Learning Centres in London 
and Windsor and what will be followed with the new Halifax centre. He stated that with the 
anticipation of other new centres making application in the months ahead that they be 
required to approach the Directors with planned capital projections and a proposed funding 
plan for their center. 

The following issues were raised by the Treasurer: 

- Each Learning Centre must stand on its own. 

- The Directors are liable for any claims related to the Learning Centres. 

- The Learning Centres at present do not have their own insurance coverage but 
are covered under the current Supreme Council coverage. He added that this 
was an important matter that would need to be resolved. 

After considerable discussion on this matter A. B. Loopstra advised that this was a very 
important issue that was not going to be resolved this morning. He added that this matter 
should be deferred to a special meeting, to address this matter only after recommendations 
are received in writing from the committee reviewing the Learning Centres corporate 
structure. 

Moved by A. B. Loopstra, seconded by J. C. Fairthorne and carried, that a committee 
consisting of H. E. Standish, A. D. Nichols, J. V. Lawer and R. A. Barnett undertake an 
office and corporate structure review of the Learning Centres, to prepare a report in writing 
with recommendations to be in the hands of all Directors by December 1, 2006, and 
furthermore a special Directors meeting to be scheduled for Saturday January 20, 2007 
E.S.T. in the Scottish Rite office in Hamilton, Ontario to consider and act on the 
recommendations. 

9. President’s Report - J. V. Lawer. 

J. V. Lawer read a portion of his report to the Directors. He noted that our donations for the 
past year had increased for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation but expressed some 
concern that a major portion had been diverted to Learning Centres. He added it was 
important the membership did not neglect their responsibility to our Research Grant 
Program. 

Moved by J. C. Fairthorne, seconded by R. A. Barnett and carried, that the President’s 
Report be accepted as presented. 
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10. Committee Reports. 

a. Grants and Awards Committee - D. R. Thornton. 

A copy of the Annual Report of the Grants and Awards Committee was distributed to all 
Directors. 

D. R. Thornton expressed thanks and appreciation to Dr. G. R. Taylor and his associates 
Dr. Jo Anne McLaurin and Dr. Anurag Tandon who comprised this year’s review panel to 
adjudicate the 21 Major Research Grants and 19 Graduate Student applications received. 
Dr. G. R. Taylor informed the Directors that the Committee Chairman extended letters of 
thanks to his associates. He added that they received a small remuneration from the 
Foundation for their assistance. 

D. R. Thornton advised of a change to the College Bursary Program. He stated that in this 
budget $20,000 was allocated for funding, $2,000 to each province with the Deputy (only 1 
in Ontario) to choose a project and student, in support of an education or training program 
in a Valley under his jurisdiction. 

Moved by D. R. Thornton, seconded by G. R. Taylor and carried, that the Grants and 
Awards Committee Report with the recommendations contained therein, be accepted. 

b. Communications - A. B. Loopstra.

He added that having Bill Carr as the speaker at the luncheon should be an exciting start to 
the program.

c. Learning Centres - R. L. Waddell. 

R. L. Waddell reported that Draft 10 of the Learning Centre Handbook had been sent out 
to all Directors for comments and proposed amendments. He added no response had been 
received.

REPORT OF 

THE GRAND SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Annual Session Halifax: The planning and organization for the Annual Session in 
September 2006 in Halifax is completed thanks to the General Chairman Ronald 
MacDonald and his Committees and a number of volunteers. We look forward to this 
Session and the pleasure of our visit to Halifax. 

Annual Session Toronto: The Annual Session was successful thanks to the support and 
co-operation we enjoyed with the General Chairman Gareth Taylor, his committees and 
volunteers. 

Future Sessions: are planned for Ottawa in 2007 followed by Vancouver, Hamilton, and 
Moncton in 2010. Plans for Ottawa are in place and the Committee is well organized at this 
stage. Hamilton is in the early stages of its organization. Victoria had been originally 
proposed as the host city but a review of the costs suggested we search for an alternative. 
The Vancouver Fairmont made a presentation and contracts have been signed for the 2008 
Annual Session to be held in Vancouver. The Committee is now working on the details for 
the 2008 Session. Moncton is also of some concern as the acceptance of their invitation 
was conditional on satisfactory facilities being available for our Session. At present the 
plans are in place for these facilities. We are in contact with the Committee regarding the 
progress and they are well aware that if there is not some definite progress and 
confirmation of completion by 2010 we must look for another site. The situation is being 
reviewed and all are aware that this decision must be made in 2007. 

The Ladies are encouraged to attend the Future Chairs’ meetings as they have an 
important roll in the success in our Annual Session. We realize that the Annual Session is a 
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part of the vacation plans for many of our members. Therefore we encourage the Host 
Valley to plan some optional activities for the ladies on the days when the men are busy in 
the General Session. We are also trying to increase the amount of free time, presently 
Friday afternoon, to provide an opportunity for the members to enjoy some time with their 
ladies. 

Database: This project has stalled. There are some concerns to complete the project and 
they will require money. 

My concerns remain the same as in previous reports: 

The purpose of the database is a directory of mailing addresses for our membership. The 
main mailings would be the Supreme Councilor and the Foundation Newsletter. It would 
also provide a means of direct contact with our membership. Any mailing would incur about 
$20,000 in postage costs. Posting them to our website would be a cheaper alternative and 
having it available to all on a more prompt basis. 

Advisory Council has reviewed the status of the database system and the upgrade to add 
addresses for our membership to provide the option of contact with our members from the 
Hamilton office. It is recommended that a committee be formed to follow-up with this 
recommendation and address these concerns. 

Joint Publications: A committee made up of representatives from Supreme Council and 
the Foundation has been formed to explore the benefits and practicality of issuing a joint 
Newsletter. 

Statutes and Regulations : The changes approved at the Annual Session have been 
distributed to all Active, Past Active and Grand Secretary / Registrars. The current Statutes 
and Regulations have been copied on CD and are available for distribution. 

Grand Masters / Grand Secretaries Conference was held in Nashville Tennessee, 
February 19 - 21, 2006. There were 553 in attendance. A number of papers were 
presented and breakout sessions held. The wide range of topics included: 

Electronic communication between the Grand Lodges is an issue in the Untied States 
and related to the volume of transfers between the various Grand Lodges. 

The establishment of a Grand Secretaries “Chat Room” was discussed but it is not free 
and there is a need to resolve the allocation of costs before proceeding any further. 

Grand Secretaries - Part time / full time : A paper was presented for consideration 
regarding the duties of the Grand Secretary and the splitting of the duties between a 
professional business manager and the Grand Secretary, who then may only be needed on 
a part time basis. The business manager may not need to be a Mason. In the examples 
given, the Grand Lodges were involved with retirement homes and other financial activities. 

Masonic Libraries and Museums is really a committee of consultants for this area and are 
available to assist the various libraries and museums. They would also be a source of 
material for publications such as The Supreme Councilor or The Ontario Mason. 
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These resources are available on the Internet, provided you are a member of this 
association. 

Programs with various Grand Lodges : 

Wyoming: Grand Lodge officers are servants, not the masters of the craft. We are there to 
assist not criticize. The Craft Lodge may lack the skills to run the Lodge and we should be 
there to educate and train them. Wyoming reduced the per capita by $5.00 from $18.00 to 
$13.00. It failed, making the degrees seem cheap and unimportant. There is a need for 
leadership training. The rate has been increased to $23.00 with a $1.00 set aside for the 
improvement of the Lodge buildings. Emphasis is not on past glories but to the present and 
to the future. Grand Lodge will lead by example not only with the work in the Lodge room 
but by the charities we select to support and the way we conduct ourselves in the 
community. 

Indiana has developed a pocket petition - no one needs to be without one. 

❖ Assessed results of one-day class program after two years. There were 1,000 in 

the class and two years later there are 28 who are still active in their Lodge activities and 
programs. 

Michigan: Renewal program; 

Phase one of a five-year plan and is available on CD, in a power point program: 

❖ Clean up the Lodge buildings 

❖ Clean up ourselves as Masons physically and mentally 

❖ Public aware of who we are 

❖ Leadership training is ongoing year round not a one time shot. 

Phase two: 

❖ Public relations have Masons tell the public who we are. 

❖ “Share the Secret” it can be found at “Michigan.org”. 

MSA (Masonic Services Association) report on the disaster relief for Alabama and 
Mississippi $15 million, plus there was a contribution of $48,000 from the United Grand 
Lodge of England. Thanks were received from these areas and they asked that their 
appreciation be extended all who helped them. 

All. Canada Conference Winnipeg March 30 to April 1,2006 

There were 32 in attendance plus six observers representing the 11 Grand Lodges in 
Canada. 

1) Masonic Ritual a New Tower of Babel 

PEI had translated their Ritual in code to modern English. They feel they have lost some of 
the lectures and the need to spend time together as we teach new members about the 
lessons of our Craft. The Ritual need not be the same for all jurisdictions. Changes should 
not result in losing some of our lectures, language and teachings. This is a vital part of the 
process that binds us together. We need to study together and get to know one another 
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beyond the ritual itself. Mass initiations result in poor ritual and reduce the expectations 
from the candidate, particularly memory work. These new members will become the 
leaders placed in the highest position in the Lodge and eventually at Grand Lodge. 

Ask yourself; 


❖ “Why are you a Mason? 

❖ Can you explain it to yourself? 

❖ Can you explain it to your wife? 

2) Standards for the Lodge: 

❖ Increase the dues to cover the costs. 

❖ Set a high standard for the ritual, it may not be perfect but are you doing your 
best? 

❖ If a Lodge goes dark was it doing much anyway? 

❖ Establish a benevolent fund even if you just pass the hat. 

❖ Establish a community project. 

❖ Visit not just other lodges but also the shut-ins and widows. 

❖ Keep meetings interesting and no more than 2 hours. 

❖ Have a program, which should include a short presentation from the Historian. 

3) Grand Lodge Level: 

❖ Communicate to all lodges so they know what is going on. 

❖ Educate both ways up from the Lodge and down from Grand Lodge. 

❖ Provide guidelines and procedures. 

❖ Visits by the Grand Master should be accompanied by Grand Lodge officers. 

❖ Motivate. 

❖ Plan - have a plan that lasts longer than the Grand Master 

❖ Innovate - Grand Lodge should be the one to do it, try new things. 

❖ Lead by example - we must make our meetings appealing enough that we 
attend rather than stay home and watch TV. 

4) Candidate Proficiency: 

❖ New Brunswick- 

❖ The candidate must answer the 7 questions plus recite his obligation, Now over a 
twenty-year period the obligation is no longer required 

❖ Must Grand Lodge rely on memorization as a measure of proficiency? 

❖ Grand Lodge of Iowa - no memorization just grip, word and sign 

❖ New Hampshire was EAM 5 months probation to Fellowcraft and three months to 
Master Mason. Now questions are recited in the presence of the candidate with a 
nod indicating that they understand them. 

❖ Suggest proficiency should be measured by the candidate being able to explain 
the lesson in his own words and what Masonry means to him. 

❖ Standards - 

❖ Too low; there is no benefit and is self-perpetuating. 

❖ Too high; very few would be admitted 

❖ High enough that they establish a solid foundation for our members, our Lodge 
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and our fraternity. 

❖ The member should be able to describe his understanding of our philosophy 
and symbolism. 

❖ The members are looking for something. 

❖ We must bring the candidates up to our standards. 

❖ Don’t rewrite the ritual or modernize it - but explain it, teach them what it means. 

5) Them and Us syndrome: 

❖ Who are the “Them” and who are “Us”. 

❖ Grand Lodge against the membership. 

❖ New W.M. and officers against the Past Masters. 

❖ The Lodge Secretary can be a point of power or conflict. 

❖ Is there really a “Them” and really an “Us”? 

❖ It is usually communication, education and personalities. 

❖ We must resolve it - remembering respect is earned not demanded. 

The delegates felt the conference was worthwhile and the respective Grand Lodges will 
absorb their fair share of the costs as part of their effort to keep the Conference going. 

In summary these conferences were of benefit with the range of topics discussed. It will 
help us to be better prepared as we advance with our responsibilities and with our offices. 

There is the value of meeting others who are in similar positions and with similar problems 
in their Grand Lodges. It assists in forming a network in Canada as well as the other 
Conference doing the same thing with a wider base. It provided an example of ways to find 
and resolve differences and problems. In summary it broadened my horizon regarding 
Masonry in North America and how it operates. It provides the contacts that are not 
available in any other way.

There are a number of topics presented and unless there are questions, I MOVE seconded 
by lll.-.Bro.-.J. Carl Fairthorne, that the report from the GSG be accepted. 

Ill.-. Bro.-. Pierre Phaneuf questions the status and progress for the database. 

GSG advised that it would take a commitment of some money in order to make this 
database work. We have tried for two years with two different people trying to make it work. 
They have encountered problems trying to update the database from the individual Valleys 
and have reached the point where it would be cheaper to simply enter the data manually 
than to try to get their computer programs advanced or least on the same basis that we 
could all talk to each other. A number of Valleys already have programs containing their 
membership data that are not compatible with Access, the database in place in Hamilton so 
they cannot be readily transmitted to Hamilton for updating the database in the Supreme 
Council office. We are just not making any progress. There was further discussion about 
the cost of completing the project. The decision was made to suspend further work on the 
project. We can proceed at any time we are directed to do so. 
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The Sovereign Grand Commander requested that the questions regarding the database be 
submitted to the office in writing and we will investigate and respond. 

GSG: Favourable comments have been received related to the information regarding 
conferences attended as noted in the GSG’s report. 

Ill.-.Bro.-. Richard Brown inquired about the status of the Statutes and Regulations. They 
are up to date and copies are ready to be sent to Deputies and Valley Secretaries now. 

There being no further discussion the motion was CARRIED, and the report received. 

REPORT OF 

THE GRAND TREASURER-GENERAL 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s report for the 
year ended May 31, 2006, which will be published in the Annual Proceedings of this 
Session. The Financial Statements constitute both a general and detailed report of all 
revenues and expenses during the year pursuant to Article .28 [c] of the Statutes and 
Regulations of Supreme Council. 

Firstly, we take comfort in advising of a relatively satisfactory financial year behind us 
despite having sustained a net loss or excess of expenses over revenue of $ 11,827 for the 
year ended May 31, 2006 as compared to a net income or excess of revenue over 
expenses of $ 70,936 for the year ended May 31,2005. This can be basically attributed to 
the fact that Officers and Committee expenses were up from the prior year as well as the 
cost of hosting the 2005 Annual Session of Supreme Council. Our investment portfolio 
remains in a sound condition and we are fortunate to have a solid financial base. The net 
value of the assets of the Supreme Council as at May 31, 2006 consisting of cash on 
deposit and cash equivalents, investments at cost together with amounts receivable, 
inventory and prepaid items, less liabilities for accounts payable and fees paid in advance 
totalled $ 1,493,271, which represents a decrease of $ 11,827 from the balance of May 31, 
2005. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses present the results of 
operations for the year ended May 31, 2006 together with the comparative figures for the 
year ended May 31,2005 and can be found elsewhere in the Preliminary Proceedings. 

Again, our investment income remained relatively unchanged and aggregated $ 54,322 for 
the year ended May 31, 2006 as compared to $ 58,036 in the prior year. The net gain on 
the disposal of investments amounted to $ 6,926 as compared to realized gains on the sale 
of investments in the prior year of $ 60,357. Given the expectation of continuing low interest 
rates and an uncertain equities market, it is unlikely that we will achieve revenue increases 
in the year ahead from any of our investment resources. As outlined in the report of the 
Trustees, our investment portfolio aggregates $ 1,463,532 at cost as at May 31,2006 with 
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a market value of $ 1,669,217 plus cash equivalents as compared to $ 1,389,256 at cost as 
at May 31,2005 with a market value of $ 1,491,287. 

In accordance with Art.28 [d] of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer- 
General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing two fiscal years i.e. May 
31, 2007 and May 31, 2008. These proposed budgets have been submitted to the 
Chairman of Audit and Finance and his committee for review and will be addressed in detail 
in due course and submitted for approval. 

Actions During The Year 

In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined in 
the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General and the 
Grand Secretary-General are in regular communication throughout the year with our 
representative at R. B. C. Dominion Securities to review the investment portfolio and its 
performance. I am satisfied and entirely comfortable with the performance of R. B. C. 
Dominion Securities as is the Audit and Finance Committee. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General, and the Executive Secretary 
have met on a regular basis to review various matters in connection with the financial 
affairs of Supreme Council. We have also met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered 
Accountants, to review their report and the year-end audited financial statements. A special 
thanks to our auditors Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants, L.L.P. and in particular, Ms. 
M. Dettori, C. A., for their overall assistance and interest during the year. 

Candidates’ Capital Fund 

I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a Candidates’ 
Capital Fund, this new fund, as outlined in the audited financial statements received the 
initial seed money of $ 15,000 together with the contribution of last years candidates and 
the fund already aggregates $26,094 at cost and has a market value of $ 29,911 as at May 
31,2006. This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by 
approximately $ 11,000. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and 
Regulations of Supreme Council of every new Flonorary Inspector-General will include an 
amount of $ 150 or such amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This 
amount will be invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually Supreme 
Council would withdraw say eighty-five [ 85% ] percent of the income earned by the fund to 
assist with the financial operations of Supreme Council. The capital would remain intact. 
Accordingly, each year the fund would increase by the fifteen [ 15% ] of the investment 
income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made by the fees paid by the new 
Flonorary Inspectors-General. 

This recommendation, now implemented, will provide an annual renewable source of 
capital in the future. 
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Conclusion 


The important message I wish to leave with you is the reality that we are in a sound 
financial state and we expect this to continue into the future. 

In closing, I wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme Council staff for their 
loyal support and to all the Supreme Council brethren who have conscientiously applied 
fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme Council keep expenditures to budget. 

A special word again, to IIInBroDOrlan J. Weber, 33 Q , Sovereign Grand Commander, 
III^BronR. Townshend, 33 Q , Lieutenant Grand Commander, 33 Q , III^BronE. Standish, 33 Q , 
Grand Secretary-General and IIInBronG. Robbins, 33 Q , Executive Secretary for all of their 
assistance during the past year to the Grand Treasurer-General.

ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE COMMITTEE ON RITUAL 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

This is my annual report as Chairman of your Committee on Ritual. 

I) Varia 

• Master Masons Nights 


I emphasize this year again that M.M. Nights are now integrated in numerous Valleys as a 
permanent feature of the Rite activities. As long as a degree or drama is not presented 
integrally and that the secrets, i.e. signs, tokens, words, marches etc. and the obligation of 
a degree are omitted in their entirety, this Committee states anew that it does not really 
need to intervene in the approval of the holding of such activities. However, Deputies 
should remain vigilant and refer any special feature or ritualistic problem to this Committee 
for advice. 

• Open and/or joint installations and Maundy Thursday and Easter ceremonies. 


During the last three years, your Committee received various requests from a number of 
Valleys and these were mainly about open and/or joint installations and Maundy Thursday 
and Easter Ceremonies. 
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Your Committee has now received various drafts for same, submitted to this Committee 
through their Deputies. Ail such documents were of very high quality. Accordingly, we have 
either asked for some simple changes or allowed the use of the drafts as they were 
submitted on an extended interim basis, pending in-depth revision, and final approval of a 
uniform version for each ritual involved. This is the lengthy task we will now prioritize. We 
said already that we favour the use of this formula as an inventive way to cut down on so 
called “administrative” ritual work and allow all Valleys who wish so to focus on “real” 
degree work. Further, we found that nothing prevents such ceremonies to be open to 
friends and families, as long as signs and batteries are omitted. 

• First Three Degrees of Scottish Rite 


In Montreal, the Condorcet Working Group of La Loge Jean. T. Desaguliers N°138, G.R.Q., 
pursues the exemplification work of its own version of the first three degrees in French of 
modern European A. & A. S. R. rituals. For the time being, the Grand Lodge of Quebec is 
considering a report recently received from its Committee on the State of Masonry. It is not 
known at this point when a ruling or decision is to be rendered on this experiment. We shall 
await any development in this regard. 

II) On-Going Revision of Rituals 

For the first time in all the years I have been a member of this Committee, I do not have a 
new version of some ritual to submit to your approval. It is a strange feeling. 

This Committee still has some work cut out for it. Some interesting suggestions by 
III.-. Bro.-. R. Grant for changes to the 21 °, the 23°, 24°, and 25° are still to be considered for 
incorporation in those degrees. 

Because of new staging requirements dictated by a move from its old premises, the Valley 
of Winnipeg has requested approval of a revision that would allow the use of an ark and urn 
instead of a coffin in the 5°. This was also allowed for the Valley of Winnipeg on an interim 
basis. It was found interesting enough to warrant the inclusion of such an alternative in the 
ritual of the 5° itself, so that all Lodges of Perfection may opt for it. A final text of a revised 
5° ritual for approval should be ready soon. 

Another of this Committee’s objectives for the coming year is to revise the 14°. We have 
already received comments and preliminary suggestions that we will likely incorporate 
therein. The French version will be adjusted with corresponding changes. 

III) Suggested Amendments to Regulations 


I have forwarded to the Grand Secretary-General, for proper approvals and adoption, a 
French translation of Form F4, on adoption or modification of By-Laws, to become Form 
F4F. I also sent him anew the translation of Form FI 2, on Letters Patents of Credentials, to 
become Form F12F, which I had previously sent to the Grand Secretary-General in 2003 
for the same purpose, to no avail apparently. I hereby request their adoption by this 
Council. This poses the question of the necessity of a constitutional amendment when a 
form is simply translated without any modification to its contents. 
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IV) Omnibus ritual amendment suggested. 


Some officers of the Valley of Montreal complained to me that it was very difficult to 
remember the right appellation or correct and complete legal name for this Supreme 
Council, more specifically in the opening and closing parts of the various degrees. These 
are indeed far from identical from ritual to ritual. Some still even refer to the ‘Dominion of 
Canada’. This brings us back to before 1936, date of the Treaty of Westminster! Those 
outdated versions of the name are mainly contained in rituals that have not been revised for 
a long time. Some others are just not consistent. Before requesting numerous individual 
amendments to update all rituals on this point, I would like to gather the views of this 
Council on the advisability to deal with this matter by means of a single motion. For that 
purpose, I have included a discussion paper and the text of a proposed omnibus motion, 
joined as “Appendix A” to this report. 

V) Appreciation 

On behalf of the Committee, I also express a sincere thank you to the all the members of 
the Office of the Grand Secretary-General, as well as the titular of that office, for their 
availability and assistance during the past year, with a special mention to our Executive 
Secretary, III.-.Bro.-.George R. Robbins, 33°, for his promptness in answering my constant 
requests for information and documentation; and to the members of the Committee and all 
others who were active in assisting us, a grateful word of thanks for their support.

Introduction 


In compliance with Article 40(d) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your 
committee is pleased to submit this annual report, which contains matters pertaining to the 
State of the Rite throughout this jurisdiction. 

The source materials contained in this report were gathered from the summons and 
newsletters received from the Grand Secretaries/Registrars from the Valleys in Canada 
and from the reports of the Deputies received at year-end. 

Our thanks are extended to all for their assistance. 

Across Canada 


Inter Provincial meetings were held with all Valleys in British Columbia, and Alberta . The 
idea was to bring all the Scottish Rite Brethren in each individual Deputy's area together. 
They were able to get to know each other, exchange ideas, discuss mutual problems, set 
goals and institute plans for attaining these goals. They have set a goal of raising the 
membership in Scottish Rite in British Columbia in each year. In Ontario think tanks have 
been held and ideas exchanged among those who took part. They are to be congratulated 
on these new objectives for looking to the future for Scottish Rite Masonry in those 
Provinces. The Deputies in Ontario met in Hamilton and discussed their concerns in certain 
areas. In Ontario the Active members and Past Active members of Supreme Council meet 
as per the Statutes and Regulations in July of each year to discuss nominations for the 
province of Ontario. Leadership Training Seminars were held in several areas of Canada. A 
number of Valleys (officers and members) come together and have a joint seminar. 

Telephone conferences (two) where held in the past year between the Deputies, Sovereign 
Grand Commander, Lieutenant Grand Commander, Grand Secretary General, and the 
Grand Treasurer. They have proved beneficial to all concerned as items of mutual interest 
were discussed. 

Some Valleys have interchanged visits not only in Canada but with our American brethren. 

We congratulate them and hope for the continuation of this effort in cementing Scottish Rite 
friendships. In Windsor and Thunder Bay they exchanged visits with their American 
Brothers. 

The number of Valleys helping each other in assisting members to receive their degrees 
because they were not able to attend their own Valleys due to other commitments is 
commendable. 

In Ontario, The Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario has granted permission for 
all craft lodges to use up to 20 percent of the changing portion of the notice to advertise other 
Masonic activities. The Valleys in Ontario should make use of this not only to inform their 
members but, to sow a seed of interest in all the members of the craft who receive that notice. 

The Shrine Temples in several Provinces have offered space in their magazines for Scottish 
Rite to extend an invitation for their members to join and explain Scottish Rite Masonry. We 
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thank these Shrine Temples and urge all areas of Scottish Rite to use this method of 
communication to Masons. 


Our Sovereign Grand Commander promotes enthusiasm and renewed interest in the Scottish 
Rite. His devotion to this cause has enabled him to visit Valleys in Alberta, British Columbia, 
Ontario, Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick. During his 3-year term of office he has visited 
every Valley in Canada. We extend our thanks to him and his wife Janet for their dedication to 
Scottish Rite Masonry in general and within Canada in particular. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander encourages meetings with representatives of all the 
concordant bodies. These meetings have taken place and are ongoing in British Columbia, 
Saskatchewan, New Brunswick and Ontario. They harmonize the events of all bodies and 
give a greater understanding of the issues faced by Masonry in general, and support a 
united format to the many issues, such as membership and information presented; re: the 
Masonic family to the general public. 

We commend the Valleys who have taken the opportunity to advertise their Scottish Rite on 
the web page. The promotion of special events, meeting dates, the names of the officers of 
the Valley etc., is a great advertisement on this award winning web page. The information 
contained in the articles, reports from Supreme Council, is worth each and every person's 
perusal. Read them; Supreme Council would like your comments regarding this program of 
information and outreach. Remember to send new information for the web page to 
Supreme Council office, Register your e-mail address. Remember if the information is not 
received it cannot be placed on this award-winning page. A number of Valleys have their 
own web site and it is very interesting and informative to read. Remember to keep your 
web sites current, so they are beneficial to all who read them. 

Some Valleys hold special events for the information of craft Masons and the general public 
to attract interested Masons to join our fraternity. This has proved successful in the 
promotion of Scottish Rite. Some have presented portions of a degree and/or Masonic 
plays approved by Supreme Council to the brethren in attendance. A number of Valleys 
have craft lodge degree teams. The Scottish Rite members throughout Nova Scotia hold a 
golf tournament with the profits going to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, Halifax 
Learning Centre. Many Valleys hold golf tournaments with the profits going to the 
Foundation. The Valleys of Moose Jaw and Regina raised $5000 for the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation in Saskatchewan. 

The Valley of Edmonton each year presents a scholarship of $3000.00 to the Alberta 
College Conservatory of Music, which is then presented to some of their students. We 
wonder how much money is donated to charitable purposes, by each Valley in Canada 
along with the donations to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. Maybe we should let 
people know what the total is. 

The increase in the number of functions held with the ladies taking part in the social events 
after the business of the lodge has been completed has increased and is very favourable. 
Some Valleys have theatre nights, bar-b-ques, picnics, etc. This adds to the Masonic 
fellowship for all concerned and benefits Scottish Rite. A number of Valleys hold Robbie 
Burns nights. The Valley of Moncton held their annual Robbie Burns Night with a sellout of 
150 people. The DeMolay boys and Rainbow girls attended as guests and provided some 
entertainment. There was piping of the haggis, Scottish music and dancing. The proceeds 
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of the evening are shared with the DeMolay boys, Rainbow girls and the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation. 

The Valley of Winnipeg is to be congratulated for the monthly publication "The Rite News." 
It contains the summons for meetings and news of the activities in the Valley and of the 
Charitable Foundation. This publication is available via e-mail and approximately 10% of 
the brethren receive the publication by this media. 

Communication with members is very important. We congratulate and thank IM%BronC. 
Edwin Drew, 33° for his efforts in sending the “Communique” to all Valleys. This information 
is always current and enlightening. The Sovereign Grand Commander has added a report 
on his activities in regard to Scottish Rite across Canada. The news of the Scottish Rite 
activities in all parts of Canada is there for members to enjoy. We should consider doing 
the same with all our publications and thus create further interest for our members. 

In the Valley of Winnipeg following the Easter Sunday Morning ceremonies the members 
deliver roses to their sick and shut-in members and to the widows of former members. 

Some of the Valleys advertise the dates of the meetings of Scottish Rite Valleys close to 
them and thus give them a chance to attend and enjoy Masonic fellowship. We recommend 
this to all Valleys if possible for their area. We recommend that the dress for each meeting 
of a Valley be inserted in all the summonses as a number of Valleys do. We commend the 
Valleys that explain the significance of the Easter ceremonies in their notices. It again 
reminds the members of the importance of attending these important ceremonies. 

A number of Lodges of Perfection hold open installations; to name a few: Woodstock, North 
Bay, and London. Joint installation for all three bodies were held in Calgary, as well as for 
the first time a joint installation of the Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix in Kingston, 
Ontario. 

We note with pleasure the large increase of Master Mason nights being held. From the 
results noted in the reports from the Deputies they have increased their membership. 

We learn from the summons of the Valley of Calgary that they did their installation of all 
three bodies in one evening with the ceremony approved by the committee "on Rituals and 
Ritualistic Matters". The Valley of Saskatoon used a similar format this past January. 
Winnipeg had a joint and open installation for the three bodies, and for the third year 
Regina held a joint installation for their three bodies on Saturday morning followed by 
lunch. 

The committee notes that Scottish Rite clubs are being used more and more in Valleys 
across Canada. They add to the fellowship and allow members who do not reside close to 
their home Valley to have contact with others. They also promote Scottish Rite in these 
communities. 

The very important Easter ceremonies are noted in the Deputies reports and are expanding 
to locations to outlying areas. These ceremonies on Thursday and Easter Sunday give the 
membership an opportunity to attend in the community where they live and still be with their 
families on Easter Sunday. As an example we note that for the first time Toronto Valley 
held Easter ceremonies in Whitby as well as in Toronto. There were approximately 60 
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members who attended. They expect to hold one in the Brampton area next year. A 
number hold open ceremonies on Sunday morning for the families of the members and for 
the education of the communities. 


The congratulations of ail members of Scottish Rite should be extended to the Valleys who 
sponsor DeMolay, Job’s Daughters International and Rainbow chapters. The chapters of 
DeMolay are our future. The degree work of these young members is outstanding. We 
encourage all members of Scottish Rite to attend one of their meetings and witness the 
work of these young people and show their to them. We trust that this experience will make 
you want to be a part of DeMolay and encourage your Valley to be a sponsor of a chapter.

Sovereign Grand Commander welcomed III.-.Jack Rehberg, our Grand Representative from 
the Southern Jurisdiction as one of our visitors and also an Honorary Member of our 
Supreme Council.

I recommend the Deputies Reports as an excellent source of 
information of what is going on across the country. We do not come here just to work in 
isolation. It certainly offers us an opportunity to pick up on these ideas. There is no 
copyright on them. Please ask the Deputies about their reports or contact them at some 
later time if you would like to do so.” 

Reports on Standing Committees: 

AUDIT AND FINANCE COMMITTEE 

IIIBro.-. Brian W. Gilkinson: The report could not prepared until after the Audit and Finance 
Committee met. The Committee met yesterday and as a result, the report could not be 
included in the Preliminary Reports. I have will now read the complete report. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON AUDIT AND FINANCE 

To the Supreme Council, 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40(a) of the Statutes and Regulations details the duties of the Committee on Audit 
and Finance and the Committee now reports to Supreme Council on the discharge of those 
duties. 

Constituent Body Financial Returns 

Every Valley is required to submit a copy of their financial statements to each of their 
members annually. They are also required to submit an Annual Financial Return to 
Supreme Council using the prescribed forms. The major activity of this committee is to 



examine and report on these returns with two objectives; firstly, to offer information that 
may assist the constituent bodies in their financial planning and secondly, to ensure that 
every member of those bodies is adequately informed. 

Our annual review has revealed results consistent with that of the reviews for the previous 
two fiscal periods. When we consider the requested action on the deficiencies noted in 
earlier years this results in a certain degree of depression among committee members at 
the lack of progress in some Valleys. Most Valleys are using the prescribed forms although 
concerns persist. Some of the Valleys using the forms are not thorough in providing all the 
information required and some do not utilize all of the forms that constitute the package. 
Where Valleys do use the forms and report information in a complete manner it enables 
both the Valleys and the committee to address prime indicators of financial health and 
address concerns in a timely fashion. The result of not using these forms in the prescribed 
manner is an inaccurate and confusing picture of a Valley’s financial status so that the 
reviewer cannot assess accurately the true state of a Valley’s financial health. That can 
have grave implications for the ability to take remedial action to address problems while 
they are still manageable. 

It must be re-iterated that Valleys have an option in their manner of reporting. A Valley can 
submit an independent audit or an independent review of its financial affairs in statement 
form, always combined with fully completed AF 1 and AF 7 forms or it can submit the full 
slate of the AF forms stipulated by this Supreme Council. “Independent” means the audit or 
review must be done by a public accounting firm. 

By this report the committee informs Supreme Council that it will endeavour to analyze 
each return submitted in the next fiscal period to determine whether a Valley choosing the 
independent audit or review manner of completing the return can continue to be exempt 
from the requirement of submitting a full complement of AF forms. This will be an on-going 
process to maintain the integrity of the information submitted to Supreme Council. 

Another area of concern, with respect to a very few Valleys, was the failure to file annual 
returns either in a timely fashion or at all. This committee had hoped to address these 
issues with the assistance of the Supreme Council office staff and the Deputy responsible 
for Valley oversight in each case. The committee will continue to communicate its concerns 
to the Deputies, with some legitimate degree of optimism as the Valleys not in compliance 
are generally consistent and easily identified. I wish to express my sincere appreciation, on 
behalf of the committee, to the Deputies of Supreme Council for their willingness to 
communicate these concerns to the Valleys and to inform the committee of progress made 
in communicating the expectations of Supreme Council and the response of the Valleys. 

The goal of the committee remains - to provide effective assistance to the Valleys in 
discharging their duties to properly report thereby allowing for meaningful action to 
safeguard their financial strength and the best interests of their members. Any Valley 
desiring advice or assistance with the management of its financial affairs can request the 
assistance of this committee. We will be happy to assist to the extent that our mandate 
allows. The flow of communication between the Valley and the committee on these issues 
must always be through the Deputy or copied to him. 

Apart from these concerns the committee is pleased to report that the majority of Valley 
returns afforded the opportunity for meaningful analysis and revealed satisfactory financial 



positions. We have a number of Valleys that have submitted excellent Annual Returns, 
demonstrating that if we can utilize talent to assist each other material improvement in 
reporting practices in Valleys with issues will result. Three critical areas of importance to 
the financial assessment are the adequacy of the dues structure to offset costs per 
member, the integrity of the commutation funds where they are used and the measures 
used to determine this and the presence of realistic five year plans. 

Recommendations 

Since the focus remains the same the committee recommends that: 

1. Strict adherence be paid to the use of the prescribed forms be practiced in the 
constituent bodies with special attention to the completeness of information provided 
to Supreme Council. 

2. Every constituent body formulate a realistic five year plan and subject it to regular 
review and adjustment to allow for changes in factors relevant to revenue and 
expenses. 

3. All Valleys review the nature of their investments/reserves to ensure that where they 
exist they are adequate to assist in addressing the needs of the Valley without 
depletion due to an inadequate dues structure or poorly capitalized commutation 
funds and where investment/reserves do not exist immediate action be taken to 
establish them. 

4. Valleys with commutation funds verify the adequacy of their funding by actuarial 
means or in accordance with the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

The Deputies of Supreme Council have been provided with a detailed summary of the 
comments made by the members of the committee. They will be provided with 
correspondence to assist the Valleys meet the necessary standards of reporting the Annual 
Return and a clear indication of this committee’s willingness to assist when requested. We 
look forward to year over year improvements as we all work together to strengthen the Rite 
financially at its foundation. 

Constituent Bodies By-Law Amendments 

The Chairman of the Committee has reviewed all requests for by-law amendments 
received during the year pertaining to financial matters and has forwarded comments and 
recommendations to the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of 
Trustees and Auditors 

The committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees and the Auditor as printed in the 
“Preliminary Reports”. These reports were found to be informative and complete. 
Accordingly, the committee recommends their adoption. 

Financial Statements 

The audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 2006 were received and 
discussed in detail with our auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants. These 
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audited financial statements can be found printed in the “Preliminary Reports”. For the year 
ended May 31, 2006 your Supreme Council experienced an excess of expenditures over 
revenue of $11,827.00 as compared with a net income of $70,936.00 for the last fiscal 
year. Investment income totaled $54,322.00 as compared to $58,036.00 in the last fiscal 
year. Supreme Council remains in a strong financial position despite these changes. 

We congratulate the Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Sovereign Grand Commander and the committee chairmen for the efficient manner in 
which they have managed the financial resources of our Supreme Council. Accordingly, the 
committee recommends that the audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 
2006 be adopted as submitted. 

We wish to express a special thanks to our auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered 
Accountants for their invaluable assistance and interest during this fiscal year. 

Budget 2006-2007 

The Committee on Audit and Finance has reviewed in detail the budget prepared by the 
Grand Treasurer-General for Supreme Council for the fiscal year 2006-2007. The budget 
was reviewed on a line-by-line basis. We believe it to be realistic and provides for items 
necessary to meet the obligations, financial responsibilities and commitments of Supreme 
Council for the current fiscal year. Accordingly, your committee recommends the adoption 
of the budget as presented by our Grand Treasurer-General. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman of the Committee on Audit and Finance I want to express my 
gratitude to the Grand Treasurer-General, III. Bro. Thomas Lewis, 33°, the Grand 
Secretary-General, III. Bro. Edward Standish, 33° and the Supreme Council office staff for 
their guidance, contribution and assistance to the work of this committee. It is also 
appropriate to acknowledge the assistance of the Deputies of Supreme Council for their 
willingness to engage the committee in constructive discussion on areas of concern and to 
assist the Valleys in addressing them. 

I also wish to thank sincerely the experienced and dedicated members of this committee 
who pour over the great detail in the Valley Annual Returns. They produce comments that 
are insightful and constructive, to the great benefit of the constituent bodies and Supreme 
Council. Their ability to do so under very tight time constraints, as was the case this year, 
was invaluable to the process of preparing this report in a timely fashion. I regret the 
inability of some members to attend this Annual Session due to health concerns in their 
immediate families. I am sure we all wish them well and look forward to their presence with 
us in the future.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council imposes the duty upon the Standing 
Committee on Fraternal Relations to keep informed with respect to fraternal relations with 
other Supreme Councils and Masonic Bodies throughout the world, to advise the Sovereign 
Grand Commander with respect to the conduct thereof, and to report thereon to this 
Supreme Council at each Annual Session. 

In discharge of this duty, the Committee is pleased to report as follows: 
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Conference of Grand Masters of Masons in North America 
Conference of Grand Secretaries in North America: 


The annual conferences were held this year in Nashville, Tennessee, February 19-21, 
2006. Their were 553, including ladies in attendance. 

This Supreme Council was represented at the Conference of Grand Masters by Sovereign 
Grand Commander, Orlan J. Weber, 33E who was accompanied by his wife, Janet, and at 
the Conference of Grand Secretaries by Grand Secretary-General, H. Edward Standish, 
33E and Executive Secretary, George R. Robbins, 33E, accompanied by their wives Marion 
and Pat. 

It was reported that good progress was being made in healing the rift, which occurred in the 
year 2000 between Spanish-speaking and English-speaking lodges owing allegiance to the 
Grand Lodge of Mexico. 

A number of other interesting reports were presented. Of particular interest to this 
Committee was the report of the Masonic Service Association to the effect that more than, 
$15 million dollars had been contributed by Masons and Masonic Bodies by way of disaster 
relief for the victims of Hurricane Katrina in Alabama, Mississippi and Louisiana, including a 
contribution of $48,000 by the United Grand Lodge of England. 

Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges of Canada: 

The Conference was held, as usual, in Winnipeg, March 30 to April 1,2006. 

Eleven Grand Lodges (all except Quebec) were represented. Total attendance was 32, 
including 6 observers. IIInBronH. Edward Standish, 33E Grand Secretary-General of this 
Supreme Council, was present as an observer. 

A number of interesting papers were presented and he will doubtless comment thereon in 
his report to this Supreme Council. 

Those attending the Conference believe it to be worthwhile, and, in response to Ontario’s 
submission on costs to last year’s Conference, it was decided that, in order to keep such 
conferences self-funding, there should be an assessment for each delegate in attendance. 

Bolivia: 

Congratulations are extended to the Supreme Council for Bolivia, which from June 21 
through June 24, 2006 celebrated the 75 th anniversary of its foundation on June 22, 1931. 

Disappointment was expressed by the Supreme Council of Bolivia that the Supreme 
Council of Canada was not represented at the anniversary celebrations. The 
disappointment was felt more keenly since the recently appointed Grand Representative of 
this Supreme Council near the Supreme Council for Bolivia, lllnBroDRamiro Antonio 
Miranda, 33Eresided in Canada from 1991 to 2002. During his time in Canada he affiliated 
with the Vancouver Lodge of Perfection and Vancouver Chapter of Rose Croix and 
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received his 32E in British Columbia Consistory. Subsequently he served Vancouver 
Valley as Grand Secretary/Registrar for seven years until his return to Bolivia. 

On a happier note, this Supreme Council did accede to the request of the Supreme Council 
for Bolivia to replicate the Grand Decoration of the Order for Active 33E Members of their 
Supreme Council. 

Bosnia and Herzegovina: 

Advice has been received from the Supreme Council for Slovenia that the thrice postponed 
installation ceremony of the Supreme Council for Bosnia and Herzegovina has now been 
scheduled to be held in Sarajevo on September 23, 2006. 

Bulgaria: 

Last year your Committee reported it was considering a request received from the Supreme 
Council for Bulgaria, which had been consecrated under the aegis of the Supreme Council 
Southern Jurisdiction USA on January 7, 2002, for recognition by this Supreme Council. 

After years of darkness during the Second World War and the Communist take over of the 
country, Freemasonry reappeared in Bulgaria in 1992 with six lodges, including three 
chartered by the United Grand Lodge of Germany. In 1997 the Grand Lodge AF&AM of 
Bulgaria was consecrated. 

In April 2001 a number of brethren, who were unhappy with what they considered the 
premature establishment of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the country, withdrew from the 
original Grand Lodge and, under the aegis of the United Grand Lodge of Germany, founded 
a second Grand Lodge with the same name as the original Grand Lodge. On November 26, 
2004 this second Grand Lodge changed its name to the United Grand Lodge of Bulgaria. 

Under date of October 20, 2005 MDPDBroD Jack Ball, Sovereign Grand Commander of the 
Supreme Council for Australia issued a report on his visit to the Bulgarian Supreme Council 
August 21 to 25, 2005. Besides sketching the background of Freemasonry in Bulgaria, of 
which the foregoing is a precis, MnPn Bron Ball noted that both Grand Lodges worked 
almost identical rituals, and procedures were virtually the same, and that the original Grand 
Lodge is still the larger with more lodges and more members. 

He cautioned against hasty action without further study, to withdraw regularity from the 
original Grand Lodge and accordingly to declare the Supreme Council for Bulgaria irregular 
and all of its members expelled from the Craft. 

He also opined that such action would give further ammunition to those who would make all 
appendant bodies subject to the permission of craft masonry. 

This comment is particularly perceptive since, at its meeting in Calgary in 2005, the 
Commission on Information for Recognition for the Conference of Grand Masters of North 
America recognized the United Grand Lodge of Bulgaria as the only regular Grand Lodge 
in Bulgaria. 
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On December 15, 2005 the Sovereign Grand Commander of the Southern Jurisdiction, 
USA issued a circular letter to all Supreme Councils with which it is in amity advising that 
effective September 30, 2005 it had suspended fraternal relations with the Supreme 
Council for Bulgaria until such time as that Council is affiliated with the regularly recognized 
Grand Lodge in Bulgaria. IIInRonald A. Seale commented that it is the policy of the 
Supreme Council Southern Jurisdiction USA to recognize and give credence to the 
decisions of the Commission on Information for Recognition of the Conference of Grand 
Masters of North America. 

It will be remembered that this Supreme Council at its Annual Session in Windsor in 2003 
accepted the recommendation of this Committee that as a sovereign body this Supreme 
Council adopt as its criterion for recognition of other Supreme Councils and the exchange 
of Grand Representatives the regularity of such Supreme Councils based upon the best 
evidence available as a responsible member of the Masonic family. 

In a report dated January 16, 2006 received by this Supreme Council, MlDBron Peter 
Kalpaktchiev, 33E, Sovereign Grand Commander outlined the extensive activities 
undertaken by the Supreme Council for Bulgaria and noted that there are members of both 
Grand Lodges of Bulgaria working in Scottish Rite. He reported also that more than fifteen 
Supreme Councils have recognized the Supreme Council for Bulgaria. 

Considering all the circumstances known to us at the present time, your Committee 
recommends that we continue to consider for a further year the request of the Supreme 
Council for Bulgaria for recognition. 

Cyprus: 

On February 9, 2006 the Supreme Council for England and Wales addressed a circular 
letter to all Supreme Councils and Grand Lodges in Amity advising that a Patent had been 
issued to VnlllnBronSimon Francis Norman Waley 33E as Sovereign Grand Commander 
and VDllInBronTheodosius Socratous Theodosious 33E to be its Lieutenant Grand 
Commander with full power and authority to form, organize and establish, in accordance 
with the Grand Constitutions of 1786, the Supreme Council for Cyprus, and the said 
brethren had in consequence formed this Supreme Council from this same date. 

Under date of March 6, 2006 MnlllDBroDPeter J. van de Pol, 33E, Grand Secretary-General 
HnEn, wrote to this Supreme Council seeking to enter into amity and to exchange Grand 
Representatives. 

On March 10, 2006 Sovereign Grand Commander Georgios Halkiotis, 33E of the Supreme 
Council for Greece issued a circular letter to all Supreme Councils in Amity protesting the 
initiative of the Supreme Council for England and Wales. 

Bodies owing allegiance to the Supreme Council for Greece have existed on the island 
since 1918. It was not until 2001 that the Supreme Council for England and Wales 
established its first Chapter there. Subsequently three more Chapters have been 
established. It is suggested that these Chapters were designed to serve brethren, members 
of the District Grand Lodge of the United Grand Lodge of England, who wished to belong to 
a purely Christian Body. 
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Meanwhile, the Republic of Cyprus has been an independent State since 1960, and since 
2004, a full member of the European Union. 

At the end of 2005 Cypriot freemasons belonging to lodges under the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Lodge of Greece decided to erect their own national Grand Lodge of Cyprus. 

Subsequently an approach was made on behalf of the some 500 Greek Cypriot Scottish 
Rite Masons owing allegiance to the Supreme Council for Greece for its support in their 
desire to form their own Supreme Council. 

The Supreme Council for Greece says that it then approached the Supreme Council for 
England and Wales “in order to proceed in such a way so that the interests of both 
Supreme Councils and of the desired new Supreme Council would be best served”. 

Despite what it describes as the unilateral response by the Supreme Council for England 
and Wales to this overture, the Supreme Council for Greece has suggested that the 
Supreme Council for England and Wales postpone any further action on their Supreme 
Council pending the drafting of a Concordat which would serve best the interests of Cypriot 
masons and which will respect the Grand Constitutions of 1786. 

The Supreme Council for Greece has also asked other Supreme Councils to refrain from 
recognition of the new “English” Supreme Council. 

In the circumstances your Committee expresses the hope that an amicable settlement to 
benefit all freemasons on Cyprus can be reached by the parties directly involved, and in the 
meantime, recommends that no action be taken at this time in response to the request for 
recognition received from the Supreme Council for Cyprus. 

Denmark: 

Your Committee expresses congratulations to MnWnBronHans Martin Jepsen on his 
installation on September 3, 2005 as Grand Master of the Danish Order of Freemasons, 
Grand Lodge of Denmark, succeeding MnWnBronBorge Clausen, who had held office for 
the preceding eight years. 

Ecuador: 

In January news was received that III^BroDRaul Alvarado, 33E, who had been re-elected 
for a two year term in July 2005, died on October 28, 2005. Your Committee expresses 
condolences on his passing to the Supreme Council for Ecuador. 

On September 23, 2005, at the request of lll□Bro□Alvarado and at the request of other 
members of the Supreme Council, Lieutenant Grand Commander Jose D. Pileggi Veliz, 
33E, assumed the office of Sovereign Grand Commander for the remainder of the biennial 
term expiring July 24, 2007. 

Some members of the Supreme Council expressed their opinion there should have been 
an election held immediately on the death of lllnBronAlvarado to elect a successor. 
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The Masonic rights of several of these members were suspended, and two other members 
were admonished by IIInBronVeliz. 

On December 15, 2005 MlZlBronVeliz advised members of the Supreme Council that 
elections would be held on March 25, 2006. The results of these elections have not been 
communicated to us. 

Your Committee expresses the hope that harmony may soon be restored among the 
brethren of the Supreme Council for Ecuador. 

Finland: 

Congratulations are extended to MnPnBrother Kurt Osterberg, 33E, inaugurated on 
November 12, 2005 as Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council for Finland. 
He follows Dr. of Phil. Reijo Ahtokari, 33E, who had served in the office for the preceding 
fifteen years. 

Greece: 

Your Committee expresses its condolences on the death of Sovereign Grand Commander 
Chryssanthos Katsikopoulos, 33E, and extends best wishes to MnlllnBrother Georgios 
Halkiotis, 33E, who has undertaken again the office of Sovereign Grand Commander for 
the remainder of the triennial term 2004-2007. 

India: 

On September 29, 2005 the Supreme Council for England and Wales regularly formed the 
Supreme Council for India in Mumbai (formerly known as Bombay). 

Notification of the formation stated that its formation was in accordance with the Grand 
Constitutions of 1786. 

The Supreme Council announced it would follow a Universal Ritual and be open to Master 
Masons of one year's standing, and who are members of the Grand Lodge of India or of a 
Grand Lodge regularly recognized by the Grand Lodge of India. 

Your Committee extends congratulations to this newest Supreme Council. 

In accordance with the recommendation of this Committee, accepted by this Supreme 
Council at its Annual Session in Toronto in 2005, the Sovereign Grand Commander has 
extended recognition of this Supreme Council to the Supreme Council of India. 

Mexico: 

This year is the 200 th anniversary of the birth of Benito Juarez, 32E, the father of Mexican 
independence. A full-blooded Zapotic Indian, he became the leader of La Reforma, a 
liberal, anti-clerical movement for political, economic and social reform. Named President 
in 1857, he fought the French-supported regime of Emperor Maximillian, whom he defeated 
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in 1867, and ruled Mexico until his death in 1872. His dictum was peace is the result of 
respect for human beings as well as respect between nations. 

In honour of the occasion, the Supreme Council of Mexico hosted a conference on the 
Philosphical Degrees of the Scottish Rite in Oaxaca, a city some 500 kilometers south of 
Mexico City, capital of the state by the same name where Juarez was born in the 
mountains about 1 hour and 40 minutes drive from the city on March 24, 1806. 

This Supreme Council was represented at the conference and celebration by the Sovereign 
Grand Commander and his wife, Janet. 

Norway: 

After a term of 4 years MnWnBronMagne Frode Nygaard resigned his office as Grand 
Master of the Norwegian Order of Freemasons, Grand Lodge of Norway, and on October 
22, 2005 MnWnBron Ivar Anstein Skar was installed as his successor. 

Your Committee extends congratulations and best wishes to MnWnBron Skar upon his 
election. 

United States of America: 

Your Committee expresses its sincerest condolences to the Supreme Council, 33E Ancient 
Accepted Scottish Rite, Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, USA upon the death on April 22, 
2006 of Sovereign Grand Commander, Walter E. Webber, 33E. 

Illn Webber held the highest office the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction can bestow for a 
scant 2 years and 7 months. Yet such was the force of his character that he leaves a 
lasting positive, progressive impact upon not only his own jurisdiction, but upon all Scottish 
Rite Masons fortunate enough to have made his acquaintance. 

He was a man - a Mason, who, when you met him, you not only instantly liked, but knew 
you were in the presence of a good man, one committed to lofty ideals and who was 
prepared to devote his time, energy and considerable talents to the advancement of 
worthy-causes. 

His service to his family, legal profession, business, church, community and, of course, 
Freemasonry, was exemplary. 

In memory he will be loved and respected. 

Your Committee cannot pay a more fitting tribute than to quote his own words, delivered in 
his Allocution to his Supreme Council at its Annual Meeting in 2004, referred to by 
Illustrious Richard H. Curtis 33E, Editor of The Northern Light, in his tribute in the May 2006 
edition entitled Setting an Example to Follow: “We cannot compel you to live in harmony 
with the lofty principles taught in our degrees. All that we can do is to entreat you to obey 
what cannot be enforced, and to be loyal to that which you know to be right”. 
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Among the many Masonic dignitaries in attendance at the memorial service held at the 
National Heritage Museum in Lexington, Massachusetts on Sunday afternoon, April 30, 
2006, were Sovereign Grand Commander, Orlan J. Weber, 33E and Lieutenant Grand 
Commander C. Robert Townsend, 33E, representing this Supreme Council. 

NlEJohn William “Bill” McNaughton, 33E, who was elected Grand Lieutenant Commander at 
the 2005 Annual Meeting in Milwaukee, has been elevated to the position of Sovereign 
Grand Commander following the death of MID Walter E. Webber, 33E. 

Concordant Bodies: 

Each year your Committee notes with great satisfaction the most cordial relations, which 
exist between this Supreme Council and all other concordant Bodies in Canada. To some 
readers and hearers this comment may seem like a broken record. But, quite to the 
contrary, the comment is an unbroken record. It is a long and continuing record of true 
Masonic brotherhood, one of which we can all be extremely proud, especially since it is a 
relationship which, unfortunately, does not prevail in all Grand Jurisdictions. 

2006 Annual Session: 

Your Committee is very pleased to note that this Supreme Council will be privileged to 
welcome to its 2006 Annual Session in Halifax MnWnBron Roger Eisner, Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of Nova Scotia. 

A warm fraternal welcome will be extended also to the delegation from the Supreme 
Council AASR Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, USA in the persons of Sovereign Grand 
Commander IllnJohn William (Bill) McNaughton, 33E, his wife, Judy, Grand Lieutenant 
Commander, lllEJim Deyo, 33E, his wife, Margie, Grand Treasurer General, IllnJames 
Tungate, 33 Q , his wife Susan and the Deputy for Ohio, NlDNeil M. Smalley 33E, and his 
wife, Willa Jean, all of whom will be attending for the first time an Annual Session of this 
Supreme Council. 

An equally warm fraternal greeting will be extended to the delegation from the Supreme 
Council A&ASR, Southern Jurisdiction, USA in the persons of NlERonald A. Seale 33E, 
Sovereign Grand Commander, his wife, Sunny, NlEDavid Kruger, 33E, Past Grand 
Secretary General and Past Sovereign Grand Inspector General in Virginia, and NlEJack 
Rehberg, 33E, Grand Almoner and Sovereign Grand Inspector General in Montana, 
accompanied by his wife, Pat. 

Your Committee is most pleased that M.-.P.-.BronJack Ball, 33E, Sovereign Grand 
Commander of the Supreme Council for Australia, and his wife Ellie, will be attending the 
Annual Session in Halifax. It will be a special pleasure since they are well known to us, and 
their attendance will be the first occasion we will be honoured to welcome representatives 
from Australia to an Annual Session in Canada. 

It is always a pleasure to receive representatives of Concordant Bodies to our Annual 
Session. This year this Supreme Council will be honoured with the presence of Most 
Eminent Knight, F. Douglas Draker, GCT, 33E, Immediate Past Supreme Master, The 
Sovereign Great Priory of Canada, Knights Templar, and his wife, Bonnie, Most Illustrious 



Knight Companion, James C. Gordon, GCC, 33E Grand Sovereign, Grand Imperial 
Conclave of Canada, The Masonic and Military Order of the Red Cross of Constantine, 
Knights of the Holy Sepulchre and St John the Evangelist, accompanied by his wife, Sheila, 
E Carson Jackson, 33E, Most Excellent Grand High Priest, the Grand Chapter of Royal 
Arch Masons for Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island, Right Worshipful Frank C. Milne, 
33E, Provincial Grand Master, The Royal Order of Scotland, Provincial Grand Lodge for the 
Province of Nova Scotia, and Illustrious Sir John Philips, Illustrious Potentate of Phiiae 
Temple AAONMS.

I would like to comment on three items: 

The item on Bosnia and Herzegovina: Apparently they are now going to proceed with the 
Ceremony of Installation of Supreme Council for Bosnia and Herzegovina later this month 
unless they have changed their minds again. This is about the third time they have been 
going to start this Supreme Council. 

Bulgaria: There is a long comment in the report and I have relied very heavily on 
information that was supplied by M.-.P.\Bro.\Jack Ball, SGC of the Supreme Council of 
Australia, who visited Bulgaria last year and who very fortunately is a guest of ours and is 
here this year. The bottom line is that your committee is recommending that we continue to 
consider for another year that request from Bulgaria for recognition. 

Cyprus is another situation of how not to do it. Unfortunately there is a dispute between the 
Supreme Council of Greece and the Supreme Council for England and Wales. Subsequent 
to the report as printed in the Preliminary Reports, we received further communication from 
both Greece and England. The bottom line is that in Cyprus some of the Brethren have 
established, or are establishing, a Grand Lodge of Cyprus. There are now two Active 
Supreme Councils on the Greek part of the Island and as a result the Supreme Council for 
England and Wales is threatening to withdraw recognition for the Supreme Council of 
Greece. We have had a request for the recognition of both Supreme Councils and our 
recommendation is that at the moment we take no action on either request. 
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Ecuador again is an illustration of how not to run Supreme Council. It is too bad that these 
situations seem to arise from time to time in various countries and we are fortunate that 
they don’t arise in Canada. 

I will read the final paragraph: “ In conclusion your committee recommends that all 
communications and all actions taken by the SGC and other Officers and members of 

Supreme Council in respect of our relations with other Supreme Councils and Grand 
Masonic bodies be ratified and confirmed”.

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON DEMOLAY 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

A young man, Matt Ross, a member of Lansdowne Chapter in Richmond, B.C., was 
elected and installed as the International Congress Secretary. He was the first Canadian 
ever and has done an excellent job in representing DeMolay throughout the world. 

DeMolay continues to flourish in the province of New Brunswick with the guidance of two 
members of Scottish Rite - III.-. Bro.-. Moe Linkletter and III.-. Bro .-.Gerald Chaulk. 
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Other than that, I feel we are very lethargic in our approach to DeMolay across Canada. 
We urgently require support for these young men, not necessarily monetarily, but by our 
help and presence. 

For over five years our committee has asked for a name of a Scottish Rite member from 
any Valley willing to liaison with us. 

Last year in our report we even put in a 1-800 phone number so anyone could phone toll 
free from anywhere in Canada to give us the name of such a brother. We have yet to 
received our first phone call. 

Your committee feels that this poor support from Scottish Rite Freemasons is not helping 
our future in supporting these young men. 

DeMolay Canada is structured with Freemasons as senior executives in the regional area 
as well as Chapter Dads in local chapters. Some of these, with DeMolay Canada’s young 
men, traveled to Orlando, Florida for the 2005 DeMolay National Congress. A young man, 
Matt Ross, a member of Lansdowne Chapter in Richmond, BC, ran for International 
Congress Secretary and was installed in Orlando as the first Canadian ever. It is 
encouraging to see we now have DeMolay chapters in most provinces from west to east

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 
ON STRATEGIC PLANNING 
(The Implementation Committee) 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

In our report to the Supreme Council at its session in Toronto, September 2005, we stated 
that “The Recruitment Program for Master Masons” had been completed and sent out to all 
the Valleys in Canada. 

The results of this Program are being felt throughout the Rite here in Canada. Many new 
and varied programs have been started and many that had already been established were 
continued. 

Under the able leadership of III^BroDVic Lepp of Hamilton Valley the task force Committee 
on “Recruitment and Retention of Members” has continued its work on phase two of the 
Program, which is Membership Retention. During this past year this committee has done 
an extraordinary and excellent piece of work for the Scottish Rite in Canada. 

A draft program on Retention of our Membership has been completed and has been 
presented to the Advisory Council and the Deputies at all of their meetings. IIInBroD.Lepp 
has not only given us a written document on Retention but has also given us an overview of 
the committee’s findings. In his presentation to us lllnBroD Lepp stated that his committee 
has made eight (8) observations concerning Retention of Membership and also the 
committee has provided Recommendations and Action Plans for these 8 observations. This 
draft plan has been seen and received by the Advisory Council and reported on to the 
Deputies Conference Call in June. 

The Advisory Council has asked the Implementation Committee to report and make 
recommendations to Supreme Council on how and when we are to proceed with the new 
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Program. NlDBron Lepp and his committee has also suggested two other areas of work 
that need to be undertaken. 

1. Recommendations and strategies for a Mentoring Program 

2. A schematic of an Officer’s handbook particular to each Valley. 

His committee also raised, for the Advisory Council, the need to develop a budget to meet 
the financial expenditures required for this extensive program. 

The Advisory Council, the Implementation Committee and indeed the Supreme Council 
owe a debt of gratitude to NlnBronLepp and his committee for all their hard and excellent 
work on our behalf. We are looking forward to NlnBronLepp giving leadership and input 
into this program and work at our Supreme Council in Halifax. 

In closing, we thank the Sovereign Grand Commander, the Advisory Council and the 
Deputies for their guidance and help, and a special thanks to the Grand Secretary General, 
the Executive Secretary and the office staff for their faithful work and help.

VESPER SERVICE 

St. Paul’s Church of Halifax

Scripture: Genesis 3:1-15 Psalm 118 I Peter 3:17-22 
Theme: Restoration and Reconciliation 

We are fortunate to be gathering on this feast day on the church calendar - the 14 th day of 
September. Since the time of the emperor Constantine the Christian Church has 
celebrated September the 14 th as “Holy Cross Day”. The story goes that Constantine 
ordered a grand church building to be built in Jerusalem. The site he chose was a hill 
called Gol’gotha which was the site of the crucifixion and burial of Jesus of Nazareth. In 
the course of digging the foundation, the workers discovered a large wooden beam, which 
was assumed to be a remnant of the cross on which Jesus was crucified. Parts of this 



beam were enshrined near the altar of the new church when it was dedicated on 
September 14, in the year 335, and ever since Christians have kept this date as “Holy 
Cross Day”, (source: “For All the Saints, compiled by Stephen Reynolds 1994.ISBN 0- 
921846-50-9) Now of course the challenge for me is to take this information and the 
scripture readings, which are set for today and have been read, and produce a sermon for 
TODAY. 

In the reading from the book of Genesis we have read of the fall from grace of Adam and 
Eve. In the story the serpent temps the woman and she eats the fruit from the tree in the 
middle of the garden and gives some to the man and he eats as well. An apple grower in 
one of my former parishes would want me to remind you that the fruit is not named - and 
he would also add - order an apple fritter when you go to the donut shop. What has 
happened in this story? The first two people have gone against the will of God by eating 
the fruit from the tree in the middle of the garden. They are thrown out of the garden 
(vv.23&24) and thus separated from God. The message for us is that humans have a 
tendency to go against the Will of God. Going against the Will of God is referred to as SIN. 
And, the result of SIN is being separated from God. Because we are all humans like Adam 
and Eve, we too have this tendency to go against the Will of God. We are all sinners and 
also feel separated from God. Most of us feel a need to re-establish our relationship with 
God. Now, I am sure that I have over simplified this SIN business. But, you get the picture. 
Go against the Will of God and you are in trouble. 

Now, I wish to introduce to you the symbol of the “Rose of Sharon”. In the book of the 
Prophet Isaiah, chapter 35 verses one to four, we read that when God saves his people 
and returns them to Zion, the desert will bloom with roses like the ones that grow on the 
plains in front of Mount Sharon. And so a red rose has come to symbolize God’s work of 
restoration and reconcilition among his people. 

Worshippers in the ancient world were well aware of their need to over-come sin and to 
restore their relationship with God. This was done by having the Priest sacrifice an animal 
to pay for your sin. Different animals were prescribed for different sins. This was a never- 
ending process. But in Jesus of Nazareth, we find the revolutionary idea that He would pay 
the price of sin once for all by his own self-giving death. This would be the last sacrifice 
necessary. We have read of this today in l-Peter 3:18a. (“For Christ also suffered for sins 
once for all, the righteous for the unrighteous in order to bring you to God.” (The Holy 
Bible’, New Revised Standard Version, Zondervan Bible Publishers, 1989.) The cross was 
a symbol of torture and death but Jesus of Nazareth changed that for us by his sacrificial 
death on the cross. He has made the cross Holy for us and many of us wear crosses as 
symbols of love and not of hate and death. 

I have mentioned two symbols today, the Rose of Sharon and the Cross. The Rose of 
Sharon represents for us God’s work of reconciliation and restoration amoung his people. 
The Cross represents for us the unselfish death of Jesus for all very often, we see these 
two symbols joined. A Red Rose mounted on a White Cross reminding us of God’s love 
and of God’s work of restoration and reconciliation as God seeks to bring all his people 
back into proper relationships with other people and with God. 

On this Holy Cross Day look to the Cross of Jesus of Nazareth for your example of self¬ 
giving love for all and be reconciled to God by following his example. Amen

WHO IS ENTITLED TO RECEIVE THE DEGREE AND WHAT ARE THE 
QUALIFICATIONS? 

The entitlement to the Honorary 33 Degree should not be automatic for reaching a certain 
office or level, or a certain age, nor should it ever be applied for or asked for by an 
individual for himself. 

As outlined in our Statutes and Regulations: 

FOR THE PAST: 

In recognition of services rendered to the Masonic Order, Country, Church, and Humanity 

❖ Has demonstrated love of God, devotion to the Masonic Order, loyalty to your 
Country, and sympathy with suffering humanity 

❖ Has demonstrated virtue, honour, and faithful service 

❖ Has obtained after long probation and with testimonials of services rendered. Must 
have evidence of merit, influence, consideration, authority, and power 

❖ Must be 33 years of age 

FOR THE FUTURE 

In recognition of services and special duties that he is able and willing to perform in the 
future as a Delegate and Representative of Supreme Council using his demonstrated 
knowledge, experience, and expertise to aid in the labour of the three bodies, encourage 
them by his presence, and to assist by his counsel in making the meetings more profitable 
and interesting. 

❖ Must have skills and ability for being a Chief and Leader 

❖ One who does not see this as a retirement honour, but who is able to perform more 
faithful performance and greater services in the future. 

❖ One who possesses vision, one that may have the attributes to become an Active 
Member of Supreme Council, or has the skill and ability to hold a specific office in 
Supreme Council, or has a specific skill needed as an Active Member of Supreme 
Council. 
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❖ One who is able to contribute in promoting the interests and objectives of Supreme 
Council and Scottish Rite in general. 

There are more specifics that I will not delve into this evening. 

Let me now be very realistic! The accomplishments of our brethren could not have been 
achieved without the active support and love of their partners. While we honour these men, 
we do want it known that we also honour the unsung hero behind each one. Ladies, we 
thank you for your love, your patience, your understanding, and your encouragement for 
without you, we men would not likely be here today.

ADDRESS OF NEWLY-CORONETED 
HONORARY INSPECTORS-GENERAL

Illustrious Lieutenant Grand Commander, Most Worshipful Grand Master of Masons of 
Nova Scotia, Illustrious Sovereign Grand Commander, Distinguished Head Table Guests 
including our visiting Sovereign Grand Commanders, Active and Honorary Members of 
Supreme Council, Members of the 2006 Class, and Loved Ones in attendance, 

Welcome to Halifax. 

I have the honour this evening of addressing this assembly on behalf of this year’s class. 

For all of us in the 2006 Class, this night marks the culmination of our Masonic journey. 
There are many people who we have met along our way who have helped us and pointed 
us in the right direction and tonight we would all like to thank them. Many of us were 
fortunate enough to have some of those mentors here with us this week and they assisted 
in presenting us with our 33° jewel.

For the wisdom of the Deputies and members of Supreme Council who have made the 
selection of this, the handsomest of Supreme Council Classes possible, we thank you for 
the honour and the welcome shown to us this week. 
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But most of all, yes most of all, we, the 2006 class, express our thanks and gratitude to 
those ‘supreme navigators’ who have been with us throughout our journey, our wives and 
loved ones. To them much is owed and often little recognition is given. 

I must say that when I first joined Scottish Rite Masonry, I was in awe of those 
distinguished gentlemen who wore the white collar. These men seemed so imbued with 
Wisdom that I felt unworthy to touch so much as a hem of their garment. 

But with the passage of time came a new understanding and appreciation of the 
responsibility of being a member of Supreme Council.

The Grand Marshall presented III.-.Ronald Seale, SGC of the Southern Jurisdiction of the 
United States and an Honoray Member of this Supreme Council, III.-.David Kruger Past 
Grand Secretary-General SGIG of Virginia, Honorary Member of our Supreme Council and 

III .-.Jack Rehberg Grand Almoner SJ, SGIG of Montana and an Honorary Member of our 
Supreme Council. 

SGC: Brethren, welcome to Supreme Council and Halifax. We have enjoyed many good 
times together 

III.-.Ronald Seale: Grand Commander and members of Supreme Council, First of All I 
would like to say that I know what agony your SGC is going through at this time and to 
Orlan I would like to say it is not your fault. It is my fault as everywhere I go the sound 
system does not work. These Brethren that help us at all our meetings with our sound 
systems with our lights our technical productions and the guys that are behind the scenes 
and are never seen, but they work to make our meetings the success that they are, and 
every now and then we have to work beyond a technical glitch. If I could I would like to take 
moment of personal privilege and say a word to you by way of report of your SGC. Grand 
Commander Weber and I actually began our terms of office within several months of one 
another.

Ill .-.William McNaughton: Good morning Brethren, I am struck this morning by the deep 
sense of hospitality that we have experienced already on our short visit to Canada. Our 
delegation sends their warmest regards from the NMJ and certainly realizes that many of 
the lessons of Masonry have been taught well here. I was struck yesterday by the lessons 
portrayed in the 33°, perhaps first and foremost that in Freemasonry we erect a temple in 
the hearts of our members. You have certainly done a good job of that here in Canada. You 
do it well and I suspect that you have no strong help from the fact that SGC Weber is 
somewhat of an engineer. We bring our warm regards from Lexington. We thank SGC 
Weber for the relationship, which we have enjoyed. We wish the new SGC well on his 
endeavours for the future and wish all our best in the years to come. We certainly hope we 
can work together to build a relationship that Orlan has built with the NMJ. Last but not 
least we pray that almighty God would continue to bring his blessings on our Fraternity and 
within the Supreme Council of Canada. 

Thank you (Applause) 

SGC: III.-.McNaughton on behalf of the members of our Supreme Council, it gives me a 
great deal of pleasure to present this certificate making you an Honourary Member of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada. I also present this 
decoration, which we hope you will wear with pride and wear it often especially when you 
come back to Canada. 

Ill .-.William McNaughton: Thank you very much SGC and I look forward to a return visit. 
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SGC: I am sure most of you are aware that SGC McNaughton just took over the office of 
SGC for the NMJ after the death of III ..Walter Webber last April. He has been thrown into a 
role of responsibility and a big job and has come up with an outstanding performance. We 
wish all the best and good health in the future. 

We have one other SGC from a Supreme Council that has never visited here. I had the 
good fortune of visiting their Supreme Council when I attended the Supreme Councils of 
the World Conference in Sydney Australia. It was there that SGC Ron Seale and I enjoyed 
Most Puissant Brother Jack Ball’s hospitality. III.. Bro ..Ball, I now request you to meet me 
on the level. 

Grand Marshall: SGC I present Most Puissant Brother Jack Ball, 33°, SGC of Australia. 

SGC: Welcome Jack. It is wonderful for me to be able to welcome you into our Supreme 
Council. The Supreme Council of Australia is a relatively new Supreme Council and I ask 
Jack to tell us a little about that. 

I also mention that IIIBroJack Bali, the SGC from Australia, has travelled around the 
world as ambassador for Freemasonry. He made a special trip to Bulgaria to check out the 
politics of Freemasonry there and where there are some problems. He is one of these 
fellows who has met more Freemasons throughout the world than we can realize there are 
places where Freemasonry exists. He is able to tell the rest of us what is happening in 

these countries. We thank you for that Jack; you have been and still are doing a great job. 

Most Puissant Brother, Jack Ball approached the podium to the accompaniment of 
Waltzing Matilda. “My goodness you have heard of the "swaggy". 

SGC Weber, your Supreme Council, all of the distinguished members of Supreme Council 
for Canada, my colleagues from other parts of the world of Scottish Rite Masonry, all 
friends. Thank you Orlan for the formal welcome. In a sense it is strange that a formal 
welcome should come to me at the end of my role as head of the Supreme Council for 
Australia. 

Thank you SGC for the invitation and I bring to you the warmest of greetings from our new 
SGC Jim Kelly and from all the other eight members of Supreme Council for Australia and 
the Brethren of that jurisdiction. 

I have been very very privileged by account of certain circumstances I have probably done 
more travelling than any of the previous SGC of our Supreme Council. It is a privilege that I 
have long looked for because we in Australia regard our fellow Colonials, and that includes 
the Americans, that we have in addition to the bonding that exists in the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite in all other avenues of activity whether it be in lodge or in business 
there is an additional bond that somehow has survived the centuries since those Colonies 
were first founded. 

And finally I want to say how pleased I was to have the opportunity of coming back and 
returning a visit to Most III .-.Bro .-.John Lawer as your SGC paid to us in Sydney so many 
years ago. It was an opportunity to get to know Audrey and John Lawer very well. That 
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stemmed out of a first visit we in Australia had made to the other side of the world. It was a 
visit to the European SGC Conference, which in 1992 was held in Istanbul, Turkey. It is 
very pleasing that there are two that I had to deal with at that first meeting which were most 
helpful to us. In addition to John Lawer there was David Kruger from the SJ. They were 
able to remember those very happy days some 14 years ago. 

As Orlan said we are relatively new Supreme Council although not from any desire of ours 
but because of certain circumstances. The first evidence of Ancient and Accepted Scottish 
Rite Masonry in Australia occurred in the mid 1950’s when the Supreme Council for 
England and Wales consecrated the very first Chapter in Australia. Some thirty years later 
the Supreme Council for Scotland consecrated a Chapter in Brisbane. Over those 100 
years these Chapters grew and grew. In 1901 the beloved majesty Queen Victoria should 
follow the Canadian link and move towards nationhood. 

In 1901, Australia became her commonwealth and a Nation in its own right. In the years 
that followed, a number of petitions were made to both England and to Scotland to provide 
a charter for the erection of a Supreme Council in Australia. Sadly for 84 years these 
petitions fell on deaf ears. 

It was not until 1984 that the two Supreme Councils who had chapters with allegiance to 
them in Australia decided that it was time and I am delighted to say that over 80% of the 
Brethren who voted in that plebiscite expressed a strong desire to have their own Supreme 
Council. 

As many of you may well know, although we were granted sovereignty in our Patent to 
erect and maintain a Supreme Council in agreement with the Constitutions of 1786 we 
never achieved and still have not achieved full sovereignty in Australia. It is one of those 
matters that will go down in history. We share it with New Zealand and South Africa. 

However that has not stopped us from proceeding to build a very strong, a very united, and, 
I believe, a very happy order, one similar to what you have here today. It is music to my 
ears to listen to SGC Seale and others and hear the laughter and joy obviously exudes in 
this gathering. I believe it is something that this world must work extremely hard on, that we 
have far too much serious matter. We have to convince the uninstructed world that it is 
most important to laugh and to be generous and to be humble and humility and all on the 
things that are taught to a Mason. 

I am very pleased to be here. It gives me an additional pleasure that I can have a meeting 
sometime today with those of the Supreme Council of Canada who are working on the 
World Conference, which is to take place in Canada, in 2010 and to share with them some 
of the experiences that we had in conducting that conference. 

Thank you very much SGC. 

SGC: Thank you very much SGC Ball. I compliment you on your bright blue tie, with a map 
of Australia and I look forward to the day when we have a similar tie for our Supreme 
Council. I have an Honorary Life Membership for you III .\Bro.\ Jack Ball. It gives me a great 
deal of pleasure to present this to you along with the pocket decoration which I hope you 
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will have the opportunity to wear on many occasions in the future. We wish you all the best 
and good luck. We look forward to sharing you experiences later today. 

Grand Marshall: SGC it is my pleasure to introduce to you Mr. Jeff Turner, new business 
development manager Destination Halifax and Mr. Paul Cody from the World Trade and 
Convention Centre. 

SGC: Welcome Brethren. It is a pleasure for us to be here in your city and we welcome 
you to our conference. We offer you the opportunity to address this session. 

Mr. Jeff Turner: Thank you SGC for allowing me a few minutes to speak to you and the 
Brethren. I welcome the delegates of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of 
Freemasonry of Canada here to Halifax. I am with Destination Halifax and I am 
accompanied by my colleague Paul Cody of the World Trade and Convention Centre. We 
are here representing Destination Halifax, its member organizations, and the City of Halifax 
to bestow the Halifax Ambassador Club Award on an individual who sits here among you 
today. First a brief word on the Ambassador Club. The Club is an alliance of people who 
employ their associations and influence to the achievement of social and economic growth 
for the city of Halifax through the promotion of Halifax a premier meeting and convention 
destination. Members for the Halifax Ambassador’s Club, because of their pride in Halifax 
as well as Nova Scotia, have invited people like you to our great city. They have used their 
skills in ingenuity planning, promotion as well as having given much of their personal time 
to first of all to insure the conference was hosted here and as well to ensure that you have 
had a successful and enjoyable meeting. We presented other ideas and then worked with 
the group to make it all happen. Among you today, we think there is such a champion. One 
who fully embodies all the qualities of a Halifax Ambassador. On that note I would like to 
call forward Ronald MacDonald to the stage and present him with the Halifax Ambassador 
Award. 

Ronald MacDonald: SGC distinguished Guests Brethren and other special people this 
morning, this is indeed a very unexpected surprise so I am in no way prepared with what to 
say. I am just one of the team of people who, for the love of Scottish Rite, wanted to be 
involved with the 132 nd reunion in Halifax. I was privileged to be asked and to serve on the 
committee and each and every one of the people in the Valley deserve this and I will carry 
it on their behalf. Thank you very much indeed. (Applause) 

Grand Marshall: SGC it is my pleasure to present to you and the brethren present R.W. 
Bro. Frank E. Milne, 33°, Provincial Grand Master for the Royal Order of Scotland. 

SGC: III..Bro.-.Milne it is indeed a pleasure to meet you again and to welcome you to the 
Supreme Council Annual Session here in Halifax. Just two months ago you welcomed me 
to your meeting at the Royal Order of Scotland and now it is my turn to welcome you. Frank 
is a Past Grand Master in the Province of Nova Scotia and the Provincial Grand Master for 
the Royal Order of Scotland for a number of years. Over that period of time, he has kept a 
library of the speeches he has given and other interesting Masonic material. He presented 
that to me when I was here in May. It would be appreciated if it could be forwarded to our 
Supreme Councillor to provide information to add to the publication. 
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IllBroMilne: SGC it is a pleasure to have been hosted by you for these last three days at 
Supreme Council. I was warmly greeted. We met in the west 10 or 12 years ago and 
formed a friendship at that time and it has continued through the years. We were very 
pleased to have you and your wife join us at our Royal Order. For the benefit of those in 
attendance, we in Nova Scotia invite the ladies to the functions at the Royal Order. We 
have a dinner at one of the clubs in the area. The ladies really enjoy their day with us. The 
nice part of it is that it is a Saturday afternoon, the men bring the ladies to town and they 
have a chance to go shopping. It has been a pleasure to have been your guests for the last 
few days and to welcome you to Halifax. Let me second that award to Ronald MacDonald. I 
had the pleasure of serving on his committee as secretary for the past four years and he is 
one of the finest Chairmen that I have had the pleasure to work with. He kept you in the 
loop and he made you feel welcome to be on the committee. Thank you again for all your 
hospitality. 

Grand Marshall: SGC I present to you and the Brethren, Mr Steve Streatch, Councillor for 
Halifax Regional Municipality. 

Councillor Streatch: Members of the executive and gentlemen I world like to welcome you 
all here this morning on behalf of Mayor Peter Kelly and my colleagues on Halifax Regional 
Council and tell you how very proud we are to have your organization having this very 
important gathering and meeting in our city. I have the pleasure and honour having 
members of your organization in my district that I represent personally and I can tell you 
that what you bring to our society is very cherished and very much appreciated. You should 
all be very proud that for centuries, Freemasonry has sought to exalt the dignity of every 
person and to provide the maximum service to humanity and the community.

To III.-.Bro.\Bob, I know that you will have a terrific triennial coming 
up with your wisdom and the help of the Most High I am sure that you will enjoy your time. 
SGC, I thank you for your kind hospitality and greetings and look forward seeing you 
around. Bonnie and I enjoyed our stay here and seeing you more in the future and on my 
trips to Edmonton, I will look you up. Thank you. 

SGC: Thank you very much Doug. I can safely say that this is not the first invitation I have 
had to join the Royal Arch. Maybe after this year I may have more time to explore that 
avenue of Masonry but come our way for a while please. 

Grand Marshall: SGC I present to you and the brethren present most Illustrious Knight 
Companion James C. Gordon, 33°, Grand Sovereign of the Masonic and Military Orders of 
the Knights of the Red Cross of Constantine. 

SGC: Most Excellent Knight Jim it is a pleasure to see you again and to welcome you. You 
have come along way, even further than I have, all the way from Vancouver. Welcome to 
the East Coast and welcome to our Sessions here. 

MEK Jim Gordon: SGC, Most Worshipful Grand Master times three, distinguished East and 
members of Supreme Council, it is a delight for me to bring you greetings from the Grand 
Imperial Conclave of Canada, Red Cross of Constantine and appendent orders. This is an 
invitational Christian order of Freemasonry founded on the legend of Constantine that was 
mentioned by The Reverend Canon Michael Farr yesterday in his sermon. I was pleased to 
hear the mention of Constantine. It is just about three weeks ago that we had our Annual 
Assembly in Richmond, which is next to Vancouver and I hope I see you all there in 2008. 
The Scottish Rite was ably represented by PSGC John Lawer. 

In chatting with him he asked if I was coming out to Supreme Council? Yes I am, expecting 
to arrive on Monday the 11 th . A passer-by asked if he heard correctly; that you are actually 
flying on 9/11, the fifth anniversary of the 9/11. Yes I am. Where is the convention being 
held? I replied: “The World Trade Centre”. (Laughter) 

We had the pleasure of Supreme Council being represented there. I thank you for the 
generous hospitality extended by Supreme Council for our visit here, for the Vesper Service 
yesterday which was a great enjoyment and a reminder to us of that symbol of the church 
within our organization. That church was started in 1749, a long time ago, but an essential 
part of peoples’ lives.

It has gone 
extremely well and I am sure you are as satisfied as I am satisfied. 

(Applause) 
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SGC: Thank you very much Jim. It is a pleasure to have you here with us and to renew 
acquaintances once again and we look forward to having the opportunity to do so on many 
occasions in the future. 

Grand Marshall: SGC it is my pleasure to present to you and to the Brethren Noble Shane 
MacFarlane, 33°, Assistant Rabin of the Ancient Arabic Order of Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine. 

SGC: Welcome Shane. It is nice to see that you are a thirty-third degree Mason as well. 
Over the last several years I have noticed there is an improving bond between the Shrine 
and the Concordant Bodies and you are certainly the epitamy of that. 

Noble McFarlane: SGC, Most Worshipful Grand Master, Most Worshipful Brethren and 
Brethren all. I bring regrets from III. Sir John Philips, the Potentate. I do not regret that he is 
attending the Northeast Shrine Convention in Hartford because it gives me the opportunity 
to be present here today to represent the Shriners of Nova Scotia and Prince Edward 
Island. His loss is my gain. I thank the SGC for all the courtesies extended. The weather 
has been wonderful. We in Nova Scotia, when we party hard enough, sometimes get our 
way but it does not have anything to do with the committees; it is something the good Lord 
saw fitting to provide you with when you came to this great part of Canada. We do hope 
that the rest of your meetings go well. We do express gratitude to you for your time within 
Scottish Rite and wish you all the best for the years ahead. We wish all of the officers who 
will be coming forward the best for their years in office. And most especially we wish our 
new Brethren who were coroneted yesterday all the best and we do hope that you will 
promote Freemasonry and the Scottish Rite movement throughout Canada. Enjoy the rest 
of the conference. Thank you. 

SGC: Thank you very much Shane. It is a pleasure to have you here. 

Grand Marshall: SGC, it is my pleasure to present to you and the brethren present the 
presiding officers of the Halifax Constituent Bodies of the Halifax Valley all 32°, 
IIIBros.-.Thomas Beckett T.P.G.M. of the Victoria Lodge of Perfection, III.-.Bro.\Ronald 
Pizzo M.W. S. of the Keith Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix and III.\Bro.\ Paul Frank 
Commander-in-Chief of the Nova Scotia Sovereign Consistory. 

SGC: Welcome Brethren. It is a real pleasure for me to welcome you to the proceedings of 
our Supreme Council. As with the presiding officers of most Valleys they are not thirty-third 
degree Masons and are not normally in attendance. It is a pleasure to welcome you to our 
Sessions this morning and have you bring greetings from your Valley. Thank you very 
much for all of the work your Valley has done to make a fellow welcome here. It has been a 
real delight for us to be here. 

IllBro.-. Paul Frank: SGC, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, Active, Past Actives, 
distinguished guests, Honourary Inspectors-General, and my Brethren. On behalf of 
Thomas Beckett, T.P.G.M. of the Victoria Lodge of Perfection, Ronald Pizzo Most Wise 
Sovereign of Keith Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix, and myself, Commander-in-Chief of 
the Nova Scotia Sovereign Consistory, and all the Brethren from the Valley of Halifax, I 
extend a warm welcome to the Valley of Halifax for the 132 nd Supreme Council Session. I 
know a lot of time and effort has been expended, by the organizing committee to ensure a 
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memorable Session, was achieved. I guess that was proven this morning with the 
presentation from Destination Halifax. The Valley extends congratulations to all of the 
newly coroneted Honorary Inspectors-General. We hope you enjoy yourselves here and 
come back to visit us many times. Thank you (Applause) 

SGC: Thank you very much Paul. I invite you and the others in your delegation to join us 
in the East. 

I notice the ring on your finger is something like mine. What kind of an engineer are you? 
Reply, “I am not an engineer, I am an Architect”. (Laughter). 

I have worked with other architects for along time and I appreciate how they could make 
things look so much better than we engineers can do. If just engineers designed buildings 
they would, be all square and boxy. It takes an architect to dress them up and make you 
notice that the building is special. 

SGC: Thank you Brethren for all the introductions. Brethren the reports were included in the 
Preliminary Reports and have been distributed. The reports have been received as printed 
with a few minor changes. The full and modified reports will be published in the 
Proceedings. 

SGC asked III.-.Bro.-.Harold Crosby to assume the gavel. 

ALLOCUTION 

Peers and Brethren, as Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council, 33 Q of the 
Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada, I welcome each of you to 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, to the 132nd Annual Session of our Supreme Council. 

The Statutes and Regulations of our Supreme Council require that I report to you in writing 
all the rulings made, permissions and dispensations granted, along with other important 
official acts, which have occurred since our last Supreme Council Session. I am pleased to 
comply with these requirements here in the Capital of Nova Scotia. 

This is the 6 th time in the history of our Supreme Council that we have met in Halifax. The 
last time was in 1994, which, I remember well as a most enjoyable Session. IIInBrojHarold 
Crosby, 33 Q was installed as Sovereign Grand Commander at that Session. 

The history of Masonry in Halifax starts at the same time as the settlement of Halifax in 
1749. Halifax was named after George Montagu Dunk, Earl of Halifax, who was head of 
the Board of the Lords of Trade and Plantations. 

Prior to 1749 there were few inhabitants in what is now Nova Scotia. There were a few 
Acadian peasants along the shores of Minas, at Chignecto, and Annapolis Royal, where 
the first Masonic Lodge in Canada was established, in the Annapolis Valley. The Governor 
resided at Annapolis Royal, which was a fortified post with a garrison of two to three 
hundred troops. The only other British post was Canso during fishing season, where a 
small population of French, Indians and New England fishermen under the watchful eye of 
a small guard who were posted there to preserve order and protect the rights of property. 
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The Honourable Edward Cornwallis, M.P., as Captain-General and Governor of Nova 
Scotia set sail in May 1749 to establish the Town of Halifax in what is considered the best 
natural harbour in North America. 

Captain-General Cornwallis was a Mason, as were five other members of his expedition. It 
was not very long before the idea of establishing a lodge came up for discussion. As early 
as 1750, it was deemed that, for the good of the Fraternity, Masonry should be propagated 
in the Province, and that there was a necessity for encouraging it in that place. 

Erasmus James Phillips, Esq. of Annapolis Royal was Provincial Grand Master at that time 
and they agreed to petition him for a warrant to hold a Lodge at Halifax, and that His 
Excellency might be Master of it. 

Even a couple of months earlier, April 13, 1750, in the Minutes of St. John’s Grand Lodge, 
Boston, there is mention of this First Lodge in Halifax. Thomas Oxnard, then Grand Master 
in Boston, in all likelihood, referred them to the Provincial Grand Master in Annapolis Royal. 
Edward Cornwallis came from the nobility of England and was chosen at the young age of 
35 to be the leader of the novel task force created for establishing a city overseas, namely 
Halifax. It was fraught with difficulties, dangers, distrust, and neglect from England, but he 
persevered and successfully laid the foundation for the great City and Port of Halifax. The 
other four brethren who signed the petition were also outstanding citizens of Halifax, as 
were many of the members who followed. 

There was one, Lord Colville, who was the first member to be initiated into the First Lodge, 
and then left Halifax with the fleet, to be raised and voted a member in the First Lodge of 
Boston in October 1750. Before he left Boston, he presented to the Second Lodge, a copy 
of Field’s Bible, which was printed in Cambridge in 1683. The First and Second Lodges of 
Boston later united to form St. John’s Lodge, where they still carefully preserve this bible 
among their many treasures. Lord Colville served with distinction as a commander in the 
British Navy at Louisburg, Quebec and the recapture of Newfoundland. 

There were other equally distinguished masons who have served their country with 
distinction. Among them was the Honourable Alexander Keith, Provincial Grand Master 
from 1840-1869, and Grand Master from 1869 to 1873. Keith Sovereign Chapter of Rose 
Croix was named after him. He is probably more widely known today for his beer, which is 
sold all across Canada. The Right Honourable Robert Laird Borden, Prime Minister of 
Canada from 1911 to 1920, was a mason who was a member of the first Lodge in Halifax, 
now known as St. Andrews Lodge. 

The history of Halifax and the history of Masonry go hand in hand. The leaders of the city 
were also the leaders in Masonry. The lessons of Masonry were carried over to the 
businesses and government of Halifax. 

When reading the history of many of the early settlements in Canada, there was almost 
always some tragedy, which stood out above all others. For Halifax it was the Halifax 
Explosion, which occurred on Thursday December 6, 1917, at 9:04:35 A.M. local time, 
when the French munitions ship Mount-Blanc, bound for WWI in France, collided with the 
Norwegian ship Imo, which was chartered to carry Belgian Relief Supplies. 2,000 people 
were killed and thousands more were injured. The explosion caused a tsunami, and a 
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pressure wave of air that snapped trees, bent iron rails, demolished buildings, and carried 
fragments for kilometers. This was the largest artificial explosion until the atomic bomb in 
1945. 

Over 2.5 square kilometers of Halifax was levelled and windows were shattered as far as 
Truro, Nova Scotia, 100 km away. The anchor from the Mount Blanc was found 2 km from 
the harbour. Some 325 acres of urban/town area were destroyed, leaving 1500 people 
homeless. The tsunami reached about 18 m above high water mark. The Imo was lifted 
up onto shore by this tsunami. 

There was a railroad telegraph dispatcher, Vince Coleman, who stayed at his post and sent 
out urgent messages to two incoming trains to advise them of the impending explosion. 
Although he was killed in the disaster, the trains stayed out of danger. Furthermore they 
relayed the message further to alert authorities of the crisis to enable them to respond 
immediately. 

Did any good come out of it? Many people were injured with flying glass and partially 
blinded. The large number of eye injuries led to great efforts on the parts of physicians, 
and a collaborative effort managed to greatly improve the treatment of damaged eyes. 

Every Christmas the City of Halifax donates a large Christmas tree to the city of Boston in 
thanks and remembrance of the help Boston provided in the time of major need. 

There are many more interesting stories about Halifax on the web and in history books, for 
those who are interested. Much of the early history of the masons in Halifax was found in 
the Scottish Rite Library in Hamilton. It is called “The History of St. Andrews Lodge” written 
by R. V. Harris more that fifty years ago. 

Telephone Conferences 

During the past year the Advisory Council held two telephone conferences in addition to the 
normal meetings held in Hamilton. There were also two telephone conferences with the 
Deputies, the Executive Secretary, the Grand Secretary-General, the LGC, and the SGC. 
These conferences were started in 2004 - 2005 and have permitted the exchange of ideas 
amongst the Deputies and the other above-mentioned officers. The Advisory Council 
continues to accept more responsibilities as a Management Committee. 


International Assistance 

Following Hurricane Katrina donations were made by our Supreme Council and also by 
some of the Valleys to the Southern Jurisdiction for the victims of this terrible disaster.

This is a very 
successful weekly event that offers fellowship to the members of all the lodges and 
Masonic organizations that meet in the temple. The temple company itself is a very 
financially sound organization, which would be a fine example for other towns and cities to 
copy.

They have had over 400 
consecutive luncheons. Speakers, with a wide range of interest and topics, address the 
attendees.

what others are doing.

in the Province of Ontario, TPGM of the Murton Lodge of Perfection, Commander-in-Chief 
of the Moore Sovereign Consistory, and Honorary Past Most Wise Sovereign of the 
Hamilton Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix. He served as Organist in the Royal Order of 
Scotland, plus other masonic bodies in the Hamilton area. 

He was a P. Eng. and a Queen’s Counsel in the Upper Canada Law Society. He was very 
physically active, as a skier, a sailor, and at the YMCA.

There are no members seeking Past Active status, which is a 
very positive sign for our Supreme Council. It is good to have enthusiastic members who 
are interested, willing, and able to serve on Supreme Council. Their service and efforts are 
greatly appreciated by me in particular and the membership as a whole. 


Dispensations and Rulings 

A request was received from the Deputies of New Brunswick and Manitoba to increase the 
number of candidates to be elected to receive their degrees in Ottawa in 2007, from three 
to three and one half percent of the membership. Permission was granted to increase the 
number in both cases. 

Amendments to By-Laws 

Each year there are some Valleys, which find it necessary to amend their by-laws to suit 
changing times. This year was no exception and several Valleys have made amendments, 
which were approved. Others have made amendments which, at first glance, appear to be 
acceptable, but, when examined closely, there is some word or words missing which are 
necessary to make them conform to the Statutes and Regulations of our Supreme Council. 

I sincerely thank our Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation, under the capable 
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chairmanship of IIInBroDRobert S. Whitmore, 33 Q , and the Committee on Audit and Finance 
under the capable chairmanship of III^BronBrian Gilkinson, 33 Q for their review and 
assistance in reviewing the proposed amendments to ensure that they are in a proper 
format and language in conformance with the Statutes and Regulations. 

It is interesting to note that, while some Valleys have an Executive Committee consisting of 
the three principal officers, including the Grand Secretary/Registrar and Grand Treasurer 
other Valleys have one or more Honorary Inspectors-General, plus all the Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-Generals, in addition to the officers of the Valley. 

Scottish Rite Valleys, which are going to succeed, in the same way as businesses, require 
directors whose main interest is to work on the business, rather than in the business. In 
this day and age where officers are often fast tracked, it is not uncommon to have a senior 
officer who has very few years experience in Scottish Rite. It is a very good idea to have 
additional members on this Executive Committee, who have a proven record of 
commitment and who do not have to worry about the immediate concerns of the Valley. 
The addition of Honorary Inspectors-General, and/or Active Members on this committee 
provides this expertise. 

It has often been said that, if you do not know your history, you will make the same 
mistakes as those who have gone before you. Traditions can be lost very quickly, if the 
presiding officers have been fast tracked into office and their vocation does not allow them 
adequate time to fully learn the intricacies of the Valley. Young enthusiastic members, are 
an asset, but the expertise of senior members should not be ignored. 

Our 33° masons have been elected to their position as Honorary Inspectors-General, 
because they are expected to continue to contribute to Scottish Rite. If they are not 
included on the Committee, which has the most influence on the direction of the Valley, 
they are unable to contribute to meet the expectations of their election. 

Valleys, which have made amendments include Medicine Hat Lodge of Perfection, Valley 
of Regina, Valley of Halifax, Colville Lodge of Perfection in Nanaimo, Quebec Grand Lodge 
of Perfection, and Quebec Chapter of Rose Croix, Quebec Valley. 

Appointments 

This year, as has happened in the past, there have been appointments requested by 
Deputies to assist them in the execution of their duties. They include IIIIlBronA. Rae Hutt 
33°, Deputy’s Assistant for lllnBronDonald N. Campbell, INUBronLeonard D. Bishop, 33°, 
Deputy’s Assistant for New Brunswick, and lll□Bro□Boyd G. Tremblett, 33°, Deputy’s 
Assistant to the Deputy for Nova Scotia, Prince Edward Island and Newfoundland. 

It was a great pleasure for me to accept and approve the appointment of Grand 
Representatives of this Supreme Council near several Supreme Councils with whom we 
are in amity. 

Due to the deaths of some of our Grand Representatives it was necessary to appoint new 
Grand Representatives to maintain a full roster of Representatives to all the Supreme 
Councils with which we are in amity. To this end the following changes have been made: 
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Supreme Council of Germany John Prosnick replaces Norman E. Byrne 

Supreme Council of Luxembourg Brian Gilkinson replaces W. Robertson Carveth 

Supreme Council of Turkey Carl Fairthorne replaces Walter Matyczuk 

In order to spread the responsibility around on a more equal basis: 

Northern Masonic Jurisdiction Orlan J. Weber replaces John V. Lawer, who still 

remains Grand Representative to Australia and Russia. 

A new Supreme Council has been established in India and they are seeking our 
recognition, which we are pleased to recognize. 

The first Grand Representative to the Supreme Council of India is Thomas E. Lewis. 
Attendances and Visits of the Sovereign Grand Commander 

During the past year I have been able to complete visits to all of the Valleys in Canada that 
had not previously visited by me. It is always a pleasure to be asked to present 25-year, 
50-year, and even 60-year decorations to members, especially to those who are still active. 
Visits have also been made to shut-ins who are no longer able to attend meetings, but still 
have a great interest in the affairs of the Rite. Visits have been made to several of our Past 
Active Members. Their names are listed in the schedule below. 

Our Supreme Council continues to have very close ties with the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction, where III .-.John William McNaughton, 33 Q , is the SGC, replacing the late 
III .-.Walter E. Webber 33 Q , and the Southern Jurisdiction where III.-. Ronald Seale, 33 Q , is 
the SGC. We have spent considerable time together discussing the way each of our 
Supreme Councils do things and making use of each other’s ideas. International events 
offer an opportunity to meet on neutral ground, with none of us being under a great deal of 
pressure.

Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 

The Charitable Foundation operates separately from Supreme Council for tax purposes, 
but the two work hand in hand. We are better known in the community because of the 
Charitable Foundation’s contributions to help make the citizens of our communities enjoy 
life more from the results of knowledge gained through research funded by the Foundation, 
the contributions made by students who have received scholarships and bursaries to 
further their education in a direction which will assist those whose minds play games on 
them. 

The London and Windsor Valleys are to be congratulated for leading the way in 
establishing a Learning Centres to help children who are challenged with the problems of 
Dyslexia. Windsor opened their Learning Centre on Sunday following our Sessions in 
Toronto. When visiting Valleys I find that members are more interested in what is 
happening with the new Learning Centres than in any other topic. Let’s all get behind the 
Learning Centres and make them grow so that the charitable and unselfish deeds of 
masons will help dispel the negative ideas that many people still have. 

Halifax Valley will be having the Official Opening of the Masonic Learning Centre, which will 
be located in Dartmouth, on Sunday September 17. There is still approximately 
$500,000.00 spent on Research into Alzheimer’s Disease and Mental Retardation, plus 
bursaries for students in community colleges. 

Capital Appreciation Fund 


The Capital Appreciation Fund was initially started by IIInBroDByrne when he was SGC. It 
had been not uncommon for Valleys to give a gift to the SGC when he makes an official 
visit to their Valleys. IIInBroDByrne felt that in lieu of gifts for the SGC it would be 
preferable for donations to be made to the Supreme Council. In order to facilitate this, a 
Capital Appreciation Fund was set up to receive cash donations, which might be made. I 
have continued to follow this pattern and I am happy to state that there have been several 
donations made to this fund. Donations have also been made to the Charitable Foundation 
to commemorate a visit. 

Appreciation 
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As in any leadership role it does not take too long to realize how important the people that 
you work with are the ones who really make the organization run smoothly. As Sovereign 
Grand Commander, there are numerous individuals who have greatly assisted me. 

In particular there are several who stand out. They include the LGC, IIInBronC. Robert 
Townshend, the Grand Secretary-General, IIInBronH. Edward Standish, the Executive 
Secretary, NlDBronGeorge Robbins, plus the other office staff which include Miss Janey 
Smith, and Ms. Susan Thompson, who are always pleasant when answering the phone and 
providing assistance to me. 

The chairmen of committees have been faithful in doing their respective jobs and have 
taken a load off my shoulders. Advisory Council members have been quick to volunteer 
their services for special projects and have offered wise counsel and support when called 
on. 

The Deputies have provided excellent service to Supreme Council and to the SGC. Their 
wives have been supportive of their efforts and when we have travelled with them they 
have been gracious hosts and hostesses. They have been great tour guides and wonderful 
company. 

The cooperation and assistance that we have received from the Sovereign Grand 
Commanders in the United States, in the persons of III ..Walter Webber, SGC of the 
Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, and III.-.Ronald Seale, the SGC of the Southern Jurisdiction, 
the Mother Supreme Council of the World, has been most welcome and appreciated. They 
have been great friends and have been most willing to share information and assistance in 
both ritualistic matters and in our charitable endeavours. Unfortunately, III .-.Walter Webber, 
SGC, passed away in April after a lengthy battle with cancer. III.-.John William 
McNaughton, 33 Q , has assumed the duties of SGC. We look forward to a continuing close 
relationship with him. 

The person, who really makes all of this possible for me, is my wife, Janet. Without her 
support, patience, encouragement, and understanding, it would have been impossible to 
carry out the many tasks and visits that are required. 

Conclusion 

As year three winds down in my triennium term, I have a much greater understanding of the 
amount of work that so many brethren do to make Scottish Rite the successful organization 
that it is. There are still many challenges ahead of us including membership, participation, 
and financial stability. 

The Charitable Foundation plays a big role in showing that Masons share and Masons 
care. The money that is given out each year helps to inform the public, that charity is an 
important characteristic of Masons everywhere. The charitable work carried out in the 
individual Valleys covers a wide range of programs from working with the Alzheimer’s 
Society in Halifax, supplying equipment for the physically handicapped in London, providing 
music scholarships in Edmonton and many other activities which the Almoner’s funds 
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support in a quiet and unassuming way. 


The first Learning Centre has been operating for three years and has inspired our members 
to support this new endeavour. The interest and financial support is amazing. Last year 
Windsor became the second Valley to open a Learning Centre. Halifax will be opening the 
third Learning Centre immediately following this Session. Our Learning Centres will just 
scratch the surface for those who are seeking help to overcome problems with Dyslexia. 
The difference, that helping just one child, overcome his or her problem, will be repaid to 
society many times over. The stories that we hear are heart warming and often tear 
jerking. They should inspire us to successfully finance several more Learning Centres in 
the not too distant future. 

I see more cooperation amongst the masonic bodies and a willingness to work together to 
promote the masonic family. Success will come quicker if we work together and strive to 
make masonry more open to the public and better known in the community. I will continue 
to do my best to spread the good news of Scottish Rite. 

I urge you to be proactive in your communities and your lodges promoting Scottish Rite in 
particular and masonry in general. Be a role model, a teacher, and a mentor, for younger 
masons. Encourage them to increase their knowledge of freemasonry by becoming active 
members of Scottish Rite. 

May the God of infinite beneficence and love enable us to serve Him faithfully, the Order 
effectually, and our Country nobly. May he uphold and sustain us, and enrich us with his 
blessing now and forever. God bless us all.

TOAST TO THE HOST VALLEY

Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, Distinguished Guests, 
Members of Supreme Council, Ladies and Brethren: 

I am very pleased to have been afforded this opportunity to propose the toast to the Host 
Valley - Halifax, Nova Scotia. 

The Supreme Council first held its Supreme Council Sessions in Halifax in 1926. Since 
then it has convened in Halifax in 1938, 1957, 1969, 1994 and now for the sixth time in 
2006. Past Sovereign Grand Commander Harold Crosby (1994-97) calls Halifax home as 
did Past Sovereign Grand Commander Harvey Doane (1973-76). 

Scottish Rite had its beginnings in Halifax in 1870. The Keith Rose Croix Chapter was 
established on January 19, 1871 and was one of the founding bodies of our Supreme 
Council on October 16, 1874. Nova Scotia Consistory began in 1884 and Victoria Lodge of 
Perfection in 1887. 
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It is said that one of the first candidates of this Valley was the Hon. Alexander Keith. He is 
particularly remembered among masons in Nova Scotia as a Past Grand Master and as 
Mayor of Halifax. I believe a brand of beer and a brewing company also bears his name. 

To all of you in the Valley of Halifax and, particularly to those of you who served with 
IIIBroRonald MacDonald, 33°, the General Chairman, on the host committee and who 
worked so diligently to ensure the success of this Supreme Council session, I extend to you 
our collective thanks for your kind hospitality and our congratulations on a job well done.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


To The Supreme Council 33’ of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board Of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be 
found in Article .35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33’ of the 
Ancient And Accepted Scottish Rite Of Freemasonry Of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31, 2006, the net assets under its charge 
totaled $ 1,493,271 compared to $ 1,505,098 as at May 31, 2005, which represents a 
decrease of $ 11,827. This decrease is as a result of expenses exceeding revenue by $ 
11,827. 

During the last fiscal year securities matured or were sold with proceeds of $ 916,328 
realizing a net capital gain of $ 6,926. In turn, throughout the year, we purchased on behalf 
of Supreme Council various securities aggregating $ 983,678, which included cash 
transferred from the General Account. The full details of the securities sold and purchased 
during the year are disclosed in the Annual Audited Financial Statements. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolio aggregates $ 1,463,532 at cost as at May 31, 
2006 with a market value of $ 1,669,217 as compared to $ 1,389,256 at cost as at May 31, 
2005 with a market value of $ 1,491,287. Note, additional investment cash is included in 
the cash and cash equivalents, which represents residual cash in the brokers’ accounts of 
the general investments and the Special Candidates’ Fund.. The allocation of the 
investment portfolio between the General investments and the investments in the Special 
Candidates’ Fund is as follows: 

Investments, at cost - general $ 1,437,438 [ market value $ 1,639,306 ] 

Investments, at cost - Special Candidates’ Fund 26,094 [ market value $ 29,911 ] 

Total $ 1,463,532 

Your Trustees and our investment advisor continue to work within the guidelines of the 
Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby we manage the portfolio generally within a 
maximum 65% / 35 % split of fixed income to equity securities. We would also advise that 
all securities were held in accordance with the requirements of ART.35 [b] of the Statutes 
and Regulations and the income there from is paid to the Supreme Council on request 
except for investment income earned on the Special Candidates’ Fund, which is internally 
restricted until such time as the fund balance and investment income therefrom become 
meaningfull. 
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We continue to be pleased with the services of R. B. C. Dominion Securities and in 
particular their representative Mr. Richard te Boekhorst. Accordingly, we would recommend 
the continuing engagement of this firm to administer the Supreme Council Investment 
portfolio.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council is a not for profit organization which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish 
Rite Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks. 

Investments 

Investments in bonds are recorded at cost and generally are held to maturity. Discounts and premiums on 
acquisition are not amortized, but are maintained at cost with final gain or loss recorded on disposition. The 
investments are written down to market value when any decline in value is considered to be other than 
temporary. 

Fixed assets 

Equipment purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortization is provided on a straight-line 
basis over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the restricted method of accounting for contributions. Restricted and unrestricted 
contributions are recognized as revenue in the year received or receivable. 

Dues income is recognized on the accrual basis of accounting. 

Fundraising revenue from events is recognized in the year of the event. 

Financial instruments 

For cash and cash equivalents, receivables, and payables and accruals, the carrying amounts of these financial 
instruments approximates their fair value due to their short term maturity or capacity of prompt liquidation. For 
the investments in bonds and equities, fair values are disclosed on the statement of financial position. 

The financial risk is the risk to the organization’s earnings that arises from fluctuations in interest rates and the 
degree of volatility of these rates. The organization does not use derivative instruments to reduce its exposure to 
interest risk.

The preparation of financial statements in accordance with Canadian generally accepted accounting principles 
requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and 
liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the 
reported amounts of revenues and expenditures during the reporting period. Where estimation uncertainty 
exists, the financial statements have been prepared within reasonable limits of materiality. Actual results could 
differ from those estimates.

However, we have approached the 
Master of each and every Lodge in and around Winnipeg to allow Scottish Rite to speak on 
the merits of joining Scottish Rite. A “Master Masons Night” was held in the spring of this 
year and we consider it to be successful with 23 non-members attending. They were all 
impressed with the program and were very impressed with the playett portrayed for them. 
The amnesty program introduced in 2004 was not promoted which did not result in any 
impact on increased membership. However it will be promoted again this summer and we 
are in hopes that it will produce positive results as experienced in 2004. .

This is put on by members of a local 
Lodge and consists of a track, horses made by hand and other mechanical devices which 
all simulates a real racetrack. It was most successful with good attendance and an evening 
of fun and fellowship. And the net income was “quite acceptable”. I extend thanks to 
IIIBroBill Hunter, 32° for his hard work, time and effort in making this event a very 
successful venture. 

The Election and Installation of Officers was again an open meeting with the ladies and 
other guests present to witness the impressive joint installation of officers under the 
direction of III.-. Bro .-.Jack Fergusson, 33° and his team of installing officers. The same 
evening included the presentation of the Walter C. McDonald Medal for Meritorious Service 
to III.-.Bro..Bill Hunter, 32°. for his major contributions of time and effort to the Valley. III.-. 
Bro.-. Ron Hart, 32° and III.-.Bro.-. George Nuttall, 32° received their 50 year membership 
certificates on this occasion and accepted them with pride and pleasure. Eight other 50 
year recipients in the persons of III .-.Bros .-.Bob Spear, 32°, Donald Wilson, 32°, Edward 
Wilson, 32°, Gordon Gislason, 32°, William MacKeag, 32°, Paul Long, 32°, George 
Birtwhistle, 32° and, Ron Lord, 32° were unable to attend this evening but will receive their 
certificates at their residences at later dates.

III.-.Bro.-.Keith Davidson, 33° Chairman of the Valley Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 
gave an informative talk on the Foundation and named the recipients of the Foundation 
bursaries distributed in Manitoba this year. 

Before closing, fraternal greetings were extended by Most Worshipful Bro. George Forzley, 
32°. Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Manitoba, lll.-.SirD and Bro .-.Bill McKeigan, 32°, 
Potentate of Khartum Shriners AAONMS and Grand First Principle, M. Ex. Companion 
Robert McMillan, 32° Royal Arch Masons. The meeting was followed by an enjoyable social 
evening. 

Although under my jurisdiction, I report that we still have no presence in Nunavut Territory. 

The Valley’s Rite-lrees continue to hold their monthly luncheons with guest speakers 
attending from many and varied interest groups. Attendance at these informal luncheons 
continues to increase. 

Before closing this report, I must say that one of the most memorable and successful 
occasions in many years in the Scottish Rite Valley of Winnipeg was the celebration dinner 
held in honour of The Winnipeg Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix Chapter for 125 years 
of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Winnipeg. The evening was perfect in all respects with 
over 230 members, ladies and guests in attendance. We were honoured to have Sovereign 
Grand Commander, Orlan Weber and his lady Janet in attendance. The SGC was most 
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gracious in his remarks and on behalf of both he and Lady Janet, he thanked the Valley for 
including them as part of this 125th anniversary celebration.

REPORT OF THE 
DEPUTY FOR NEW BRUNSWICK 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 
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Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren. 


In strict compliance with Article 26 (d) of the Statutes and Regulations, I hereby submit this 
report of the Valleys in New Brunswick for the term 2005-2006. 

As before the Valleys are combating losses due to deaths, demits and suspensions with 
Mason-to-Mason nights which have proved reasonably successful in attracting new 
members. More attention is being paid to demits and suspensions and these are not 
issued until a visit to the brother is made and all efforts for retention have been made. 

The Valley of Moncton is progressing in their efforts to establish a Learning Centre. 
However it would appear to be more feasible for all three Valleys to work together to 
establish a New Brunswick Learning Centre in Moncton. Once again, in July, The Demolay 
held their Conclave in Fredericton and I again represented Scottish Rite at their function. 

The three Valleys resumed their meetings in September after a summer recess. Supreme 
Council Sessions in September were followed by the Fall Reunions and although we are 
still initiating candidates we are still not getting enough to combat the three enemies of 
Freemasonry: deaths, demits and suspensions. 

The valleys are trying to balance their meetings with a suitable measure of social occasions 
such as the wine and cheese afternoon in December in Saint John and the Robbie Burns 
night in Moncton in January. These social occasions when the ladies may join the brethren 
are becoming very necessary. 

Easter as usual was busy with Rose Croix Reunions, Maundy Thursday ceremonies and 
Easter Sunday ceremonies. More meetings with Grand Lodge and Concordant bodies are 
scheduled as all branches of Masonry are enduring the same problems. 

In order to promote interest in Scottish Rite and to actively solicit membership the members 
of Scottish Rite in the Valley of Saint John have formed a Master Mason degree team to 
put on the 3rd degree in the Craft Lodges around Saint John. This degree is put on wearing 
Scottish Rite colourful costumes and using 15 fellow-crafts. This degree, to date, has been 
enacted on candidates in The New Brunswick Lodge No. 22 on June 8, St George Lodge 
No. 12 on June 17 and Carleton Union Lodge No. 8 on June 22. It is scheduled at the 
present time to be enacted in The Corinthian Lodge No. 13 on August 9 and in Zion Lodge 
No. 21 on October 2. To date this degree has been well received and the work has been 
rated as excellent. It is hoped that by exposing members of the Craft Lodges to this 
Scottish Rite Degree team that we will attract many new members. 

The Valleys in New Brunswick are looking forward to the 33° Masons who will be coroneted 
in Halifax. These are mainly younger dedicated Scottish Riters who we feel will add some 
depth and youth to the Valleys and will result in a stronger nucleus for each Valley, 
because of this we are looking forward to September with anticipation and confidence for 
the ensuing term.

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REPORT OF THE DEPUTY FOR NOVA SCOTIA, 

PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND, NEWFOUNDLAND AND LABRADOR. 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

It is a pleasure to submit this report on the condition and activities of the four Scottish Rite 
valleys in my jurisdiction. 

I will summarize my year as Deputy and the events and Official Visits I made to the Valleys. 
Travel to the Prince Edward Island and Cape Breton Valley’s is relatively easy, to 
Newfoundland is a little more extensive, in time and travel expense, and for this reason I 
made only two trips to Newfoundland. 

I have found, through my visits to the Valleys, over the past six years, there is a good 
positive attitude existing in all Valleys in spite of declining attendance and a common 
problem of filling the offices in all of the bodies. I conducted leadership Workshops in 
Halifax, Sydney and St. John’s and was satisfied overall they were worthwhile, however, I 
was disappointed there was poor officer attendance in all cases. Each of the Valley’s 
admitted they would endeavour to do better at future workshops. In every Valley the 
dialogue was good and the workshop turned out to be a “think tank” and enabled all of us to 
take a real close look at what we are doing and how we can do it better for the good of 
Scottish Rite. 

Valley of Halifax 

Halifax, being my home Valley, I was able to attend most meetings of the three bodies 
here. I also attended the quarterly meetings of the Valley Executive. As I have stated in 
each of my yearly reports, the strength of a Valley comes from good positive direction from 
the Executive and of course, good leadership in each of the bodies. This year the 
Executive decided to combine the By-Laws of the three bodies and in doing so, it will 
reduce the number of regular meetings. The Victoria Lodge of Perfection will meet every 
month from September to May while the Keith Chapter of Rose Croix and Nova Scotia 
Consistory will only meet for re-unions and Easter Ceremonies and their respective Annual 
Meetings. It is hoped the attendance at the Lodge meetings will increase, especially with 
the officers of the other two bodies being present and supporting a healthy and interesting 
Lodge program. To me, it is a very positive step and it will require a very pro-active 
Executive to ensure it brings the necessary results for the Valley. I encouraged the Valley 
to form a Degree Committee and am pleased this is now in place and it should be a 
positive support to the Officers and the Valley in general.

Scotia as we expand the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation Learning Centres to Atlantic 
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Canada. There has been great Valley participation, both in serving on the Steering 
Committee and with contribution of operating fund donations. 

I serve as Honorary Chairman of the 2006 Supreme Council Sessions, under the 
chairmanship of Ronald MacDonald 33°, and I might say, am very pleased with the 
progress and planning for this years’ Supreme Council in Halifax. 

I made my Official Visit to the Valley on November 3, 2005. I was accompanied by; IIInBroD 
Harold Crosby, 33°, Past Sovereign Grand Commander, NlTBroD Phil H Raymond, 33 Q , 
Past Active Member and a large number of Honorary Inspectors-General of Supreme 
Council. In my address to the Valley members I gave them a brief overview of the Supreme 
Council sessions held in Toronto and talked about some of the positive things being done 
by the Valley, such as the new Learning Centre plans, the revised By-Laws and quality of 
degree work.

Valley of Summerside

Valley of Sydney 

The Valley of Sydney holds its meetings in North Sydney, Glace Bay and Baddeck. The 
membership comes from a widespread area of the Island and for the convenience of the 
members the meetings are held in different locations. They are making plans to find a more 
permanent home in Sydney. There is a good spirit in the Valley, however, are not unlike 
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other Valley’s when it comes to attendance and filling offices. I made my Official Visit to the 
Valley on November 26, at which time the Installation of Officers took place. In addressing 
the members of the Valley I was brief on my summary of the Supreme Council Sessions in 
Toronto, as IIInBroDRobert Taylor, 33°, Active Member had already provided his Valley with 
that information. I encouraged the Valley to work on their leadership program and to mentor 
the new members joining the Scottish Rite.

April 22 - traveled to Baddeck with the Nova Scotia Sovereign Consistory who held a 
regular meeting there, it being the first time ever for the Consistory to meet in Cape Breton. 

On May 30 - lllDBronOrlan Weber and his wife Janet and myself visited the Valley which 
held a special meeting in Baddeck at the Alexander Graham Bell Museum. This was unique 
and very special. The Sovereign Grand Commander presented several Long Service pins, 
also a short presentation on the life of Alexander Graham Bell was given by the Museum 
staff. While we were at Lodge the ladies were given a tour of Alexander Graham Bell’s 
residence, which is still occupied by his decendants. A lobster dinner and kitchen party was 
enjoyed by all 80 people in attendance.

I am pleased to present my report on the state of the Scottish Rite Masonry in the following 
Valleys, namely Barrie, Hamilton, Ottawa. Toronto. 
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Valley of Barrie - Membership 
Lodge of Perfection 1682, 

Rose Croix 1572, 

Consistory 1740. 

I attended the Barrie Lodge of Perfection on Sept.1 and Oct.1, replied to the toast to 
Supreme Council and spoke to the brethren present regarding actions taken and approved 
at Supreme Council in Toronto, Ont. this year. Being my home Valley I was able to attend 
most of the reunions of the Lodge of Perfection, Spry Chapter Rose Croix and Barrie 
Consistory. 

On Feb.25, 2006 I had the pleasure of introducing our Sovereign Grand Commander 
IIInBron Orlan J. Weber, 33°, to the Valley of Barrie, who was accompanied by IIInBron 
Maurice Hrycyk, 33°, Deputy for Ontario .Our Sovereign Grand Commander spoke at the 
noon banquet of the Lodge of Perfection and on Feb. 24 took part in the 7° when one of the 
members of the cast was unable to attend. His dedication to Scottish Rite Masonry was 
very evident in his address to the large number of members (over 100) in attendance. 

The Valley has continued its practice of naming the reunions after distinguished Scottish 
Rite Masons of the Valley. The Fall reunions of the Barrie Valley were named in honour of 
IIInBron Walter Browning, 32°, a distinguished Scottish Rite Mason. He has for the past 
number of years been the director of the 5° and takes an active part in the 30°. He is active 
in his craft lodge and in the District. He continues to support Masonry by his guidance and 
dedication to our craft. The spring reunions were named after NlnBronCharles Victor 
Coursey, 32°, a dedicated Mason who has served Scottish Rite with distinction for many 
years, and continues to do so. He takes active part in several degrees in the Scottish Rite 
and is active the Royal Arch Masons. He is a past D.D.G.M of Georgian South District in 
Ontario. I congratulate them and the Valley on this honour bestowed on them. It is great 
that they are able to receive this honour and enjoy them. Barrie Valley holds two reunions a 
year (spring & fall) for the Lodge of Perfection, Rose Croix and the Consistory. 

The Valley of Barrie has two 3° teams who travel on invitation to craft lodges, portray the 
degree and then give a brief explanation of Scottish Rite to members present. The teams 
have this last year portrayed the 3° on three occasions. This gives the Scottish Rite an 
opportunity to show craft Masons that Scottish Rite members are active in their craft lodges 
and a opportunity to give some insight into Scottish Rite to Craft Masons in attendance that 
evening. 

Each year the Valley has a Master Masons day. These have been very successful and we 
find that although we do not receive applications from all attending that day, they do make 
applications in the following years. 

This year there were 26 Master Masons in attendance and a large number of Scottish Rite 
members. 

The Valley each August holds a social in the form of a pig roast and the revenue from this 
event is used for the repair and maintenance of regalia. This event promotes the friendship 
of the members and also promotes Scottish Rite Masonry in the community as a whole. 
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Barrie Valley holds Maundy Thursday and Easter ceremonies at several areas outside of 
Barrie. I spoke at Orillia and there is a speaker at each of the six other auxiliary 
ceremonies. This gives the members in these areas a chance to attend. At the 7 locations 
253 members attended the ceremony on Thursday and 214 on Sunday morning. 

Muskoka Scottish Rite Club has been in operation for some 34 years. They meet 4 times 
each year and have speakers at each meeting with good fellowship. They hold an annual 
Bar-B-Q in July of each year for their members and wives. This is a great way of supporting 
Scottish Rite and the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. With many members retiring to 
this area they find that they can continue their fellowship by joining and attending this club. 
Their average attendance is 50 members and the membership of the club is approximately 
140. The Muskoka Scottish Rite Club portrays the 8° in the Lodge of Perfection and 
continues to do that portion of the 32° of the tents and standards. They have at each 
meeting a collection called "Buck's Buck" named after the member who suggested it and 
along with other fund-raisers, and presented a cheque for over $3000.00 at the Supreme 
Council meeting in Toronto in Sept. 2005. 

To the members of the Valley of Barrie, I cannot fully express my thanks for their 
encouragement and support and their attendance at my visits when possible, and in their 
attendance at the Supreme Council Meetings each spring. The members of Supreme 
Council, their wives and widows of deceased members hold a meeting each year. The men 
have their meeting and the ladies have an interesting program. This gives the members 
and their wives an opportunity to become acquainted with the new members who received 
their 33° in the previous session and the candidates for the coming Supreme Council 
meeting. They then have a time of fellowship and a meal before returning home. This year 
the meeting was held in Barrie and 102 men and ladies, 8 of whom were widows, attended. 

Valley of Toronto - Membership 
Lodge of Perfection 2217 
Rose Croix 1909 

I attended Toronto Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix and spoke at the banquet before the 17°. 
There were 17 in the class.

DEPUTY FOR ONTARIO 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to submit my report as Deputy on the condition and activities of the four 
valleys in Ontario under my jurisdiction for the 2005 - 2006 year in accordance with ART. 
26 (d) of the Statutes. 

Guelph Valley (Established 1900) 

Royal City Lodge of Perfection (659) 

Guelph Chapter of Rose Croix (625) 

A year ago the Valley of Guelph changed its meeting format to spread the conferral of 
degrees over the entire year rather than concentrate them into two full reunions. The year 
now flows more easily for the members and candidates who come from a large territory 
from Tobermory to Goderich to Georgetown. Most of this area is in the snow belt which 
can make travel more arduous and unpredictable. They portrayed the 4°, 5°, 7°, 8°, 13°, 
14°, 15°, 17° and 18° and communicated the remaining degrees. I paid my official visit to 
the Valley on April 19 when the 18° was portrayed. The Maundy Thursday and Easter 
Ceremonies were again celebrated in both Guelph and Hanover with a good turnout of 
members present at both locations. The Installation and Investiture of Officers of the 
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Lodge was held on May 29 with the Installation of Officers for the Chapter held on June 5 
when I was pleased to be present to make the proclamation.

RAPPORT DU DEPUTE 
POUR LE QUEBEC 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I have the pleasure to submit hereafter my annual report on the Scottish Rite Valleys of the 
Province of Quebec for the year ended May 31,2006. 

This last year in the Province of Quebec was rather uneventful when compared with the 
preceding one, when Le Chapitre de Rose+Croix du Mont Real received its Letters Patents 
of Constitution from our Sovereigh Grand Commander. During the year, le Chapitre de 
Rose+Croix du Mont Real has invited the Condorcet Workshop of La Loge Jean T. 
Desaguliers N°139 to perform an exemplification of the opening and closing ceremonies in 
the 1° of the A&ASR and also to present an expose on the nature and history of the three 
first degrees of the Rite. All other constituent bodies have presented degrees, overall with a 
rather good quality of ritual work. 

The Valley of Quebec, where I made my official visit on Maunday Thursday accompanied 
by NlTBrothers P.A. Decelles, 33° and Marc-Andre Sicard, 32°, gave us a very warm 
welcome, not to mention a superb pascal lamb dinner. I conveyed to our Quebec brethren 
the desire expressed by those of the Valley of Montreal to revive the former exchange of 
degree presentations between the Valleys of Quebec and Montreal. Plans to that effect are 
contemplated for the coming year. The Valley of Quebec is still coping with a small number 
of candidates and an aging problem. However, a much higher number of initiations in the 
two blue Lodges of Quebec City provide an encouraging promise of new troops in a not too 
distant future. Also, serious considerations will have to be given to introduce French in their 
work, given the highly prevailing French speaking population of the Old Capital. 

The three English-speaking bodies of the Valley of Montreal have presented all compulsory 
degrees, plus the 22° and the 29°. Despite a good number of candidates, some problems

are experienced in attracting new officers, and in a lower attendance for some of the 
degrees. The members of Supreme Council in our Province and the Executive Committee 
of the Valley of Montreal are currently considering leadership and retention issues. The 
French side, on the other hand, was hit by bad luck when the director of the 13° fell ill. His 
sudden absence disorganized the degree presentation schedule, of both la Loge de 
Perfection Fleur de Lys and le Chapitre de Rose+Croix du Mont Real. Still, the 4°, 5°, 7° 
and 13° were presented during this last year. Most officers have agreed to remain on board 
for a second year and there seems to be good reasons to beleive there will be a good crop 
of candidates for the coming year. It is also worth mentioning that at the invitation of the 
Grand Master of Quebec, NlTBrother John Prosnick, 33°, after the banquet following the 
Grand Loge Annual Communication of May 27, young members of the Montreal Sovereign 
Consistory brilliantly performed portions of the 22°, Prince of Lebanus, before a large 
attendance of Grand Lodge officers, family members, friends and official guests and 
spouses from various New England Grand Lodges. This was a real success. 

With two exceptions, I was able to attend all the degrees presented in Montreal and there 
made my official visits respectively to the Montreal Sovereign Consistory on April 28, 2006 
and to La Loge de Perfection Fleur de Lys on May 25, 2006. 

For a second year, all 33° of both Valleys were invited to a sitting brunch meeting in 
Montreal on February 25, 2006. Not only was the attendance very good, the spirit was high 
and this exercise in solidarity and leadership was apparently well appreciated. 

There were no inter-visitation with Vermont this last year, but this initiative will probably be 
considered anew next year. 

Finally, last fall just like for the three preceding years, I invited three of the four recipients of 
the Charitable Foundation bursaries in Montreal to come and receive their endowments at 
the occasion of formal meetings of our bodies, with their family and friends if they so 
wished. The brethren are very responsive to this manifestation of solidarity and enjoyed the 
short presentations made by the recipients on their research projects. The fourth, Dr. 
Cossette, could not attend but invited me for a visit of his service (Neurology) at the Hopital 
Notre-Dame, one of the units of the Centre Hospitalier Universitaire de Montreal, and I was 
given a most enjoyable and instructive private tour; I also met his department head, who, 
not so amazingly in the Province of Quebec, had no prior knowledge of what Masons and 
members of our Rite are and do...

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It is my privilege and pleasure to submit this report on the condition and activities of the 
Scottish Rite Valleys in Saskatchewan for the year ending May 31, 2006, in accordance 
with ART. 26 (d) of the statutes. 

During the course of the year, Scottish Rite Freemasonry in Saskatchewan has been 
saddened by the deaths of NlDBroD John A. Robinson, 33 Q on June 26, 2005, III^BroD 
Alfred Tingle, 33° on September 21,2005 and IIInBroD Jack Brooks, 33 Q on November 11, 

2005. 

III. Bro. Robinson and NlDBroD Brooks were Past Grand Masters of the Grand Lodge of 
Saskatchewan and IIInBroD Tingle was highly regarded for his contributions to many 
Masonic Bodies in our province. We extend our sincere sympathy to their families, friends 
and loved ones. 

Valley of Moose Jaw 

The Moose Jaw Lodge of Perfection and the Alexander Sheppard Chapter of Rose Croix 
held regular meetings throughout the year. The Easter Ceremonies of Extinguishing and 
Re-Lighting the Lights were also held. Several candidates from the Valley received degrees 
in Regina. 

The Valley was pleased to host a banquet on October 24, 2005 to mark the visit of the 
Sovereign Grand Commander and his wife. The Grand Master and several Grand Lodge 
officers also attended the dinner.

Honorary Inspector-General 

Considered by many Riters to be the prime mover in keeping a strong 
Scottish Rite presence in the Tillsonburg area, the death of 
IIIBro.-.Archie Anderson on June 9, 2005, was mourned by many in 
his home community and beyond. 

III.-. Bro .-.Archie was born on April 14, 1915 in Tillsonburg, where he 
was raised. After completing school, he attended the University of 
Toronto for a time with a view to entering Medicine, but decided to 
enter the hardware business, and took over Tillsonburg Hardware 
from his father. He later joined the supply branch of the Royal 
Canadian Navy, where he remained until after the Second World 
War. After his return he operated a billiard hall for a few years, and then opened Anderson 
Pontiac-Buick agency in Aylmer, Ontario, which he operated for 8 years. Eventually, he 
returned to Tillsonburg and operated Tillsonburg Billiards together with the Bus Depot for 
the next 28 years. 

During this time, Archie was active in civic politics, serving as a Tillsonburg Town Councillor 
and as an Oxford County Councillor. At about the time of his first employment he married 
Dorothy Card, and they were together for 66 years. They had two children, Harry, (A 
Scottish Riter), and Bonnie. A grandson, Kevin, is also a Scottish Riter. 

Masonically, Archie was initiated into King Hiram Lodge No. 78 in Tillsonburg in 1943, but 
was passed and raised in the Lodge only after his return from the Navy. Although he did 
not serve in office in his Lodge, his continued interest in the Craft resulted in his joining the 
Royal Arch and Knights Templar in the York Rite. A decade later, he began his Scottish 
Rite journey by joining the London Lodge of Perfection and the London Sovereign Chapter 
of Rose Croix. He received his 32° in 1965 in Moore Sovereign Consistory. 

However, Archie was most active as a Shriner, becoming Potentate of Mocha Shrine in 
1972. This led to his becoming a Life Member of the International Cabiri and an Honorary 
Member of some 100 Shrine Temples. He served as an Imperial Marshall’s Aide in 1971 
through 1973 and as an Imperial Potentate’s Aide in 1978 - 79. He served as Director of 
the Royal Order of Jesters at Mocha in 1976, and was Impresario of that Order in 1982 - 
83. He also served as President of the Great Lakes Shrine Association in 1983. 

However, it was in his years of service as Recorder of Mocha Shrine that he strongly 
influenced Shrinedom in Southwestern Ontario. To undertake that responsibility, he moved 
to London in 1986, and remained until his retirement in 1994. At his retirement, he left a 
legacy of good will and excellent organization. 

Although he had not served in office in the Scottish Rite, his active promotion of the Rite 
and his leadership in the Shrine led to him being coroneted as an Honorary Inspector- 
General 33° in 1984. His exemplary service to the Craft will long be remembered!

Honorary Inspector-General 



It is with great sadness that we report the loss of a most 
beloved Mason, R. W. Bro. Frank J. Bruce, who died on 
November 19, 2004. 


Frank J. Bruce was born in Kingston, Ontario ion June 2, 
1921. His wife Ann of many years was born in 
Saskatchewan. Unfortunately in her later years she was 
afflicted with Alzheimers and died in 1999. They had one 
son, Terry who resides in Pickering, with his wife and 
children. 


In his early days, Bruce was a wrestler at a time when Whipper Billy Watson was famous. 
In one bout his ear was damaged and this led to his deafness. As a result it was necessary 
for him to have a hearing aide and to use a specially adapted telephone. He developed an 
immense interest in the Masonic Foundation’s HELP program and the Voice program. The 
first was an Ontario wide Masonic effort, which was highly successful in raising funds for 
deafness research; cochlear implants to improve hearing, Voice for Hearing impaired 
children and the testing of a baby’s hearing at a very early age were some of the programs 
that benefited from the fund raising. Many Masons were involved in these programs and 
Frank Bruce was particularly attracted by the Voice Program becoming a Director of the 
program. As a result of this interest he became 1 st Vice-President for four years followed 
by a further four years as Vice-Chairman of the Masonic Foundation of Ontario. 

He was active in the community and supported the Kiwanis. He formed a small company 
based in Toronto that manufactured jewellery. This company owned a subsidiary, which 
sold the products across Canada. A third Company was formed that addressed and mailed 
letters, brochures, and sales material for several clients. 

His Masonic journey began in 1965 when he was initiated into Birchcliff Lodge No. 612 in 
District 3, Toronto. 

He became a Master Mason on April 23, 1965. When a new lodge, Confederation No. 720, 
was organized he was a chartered member and elected its Worshipful Master in 1972. For 
the year 1977 - 1978 he was elected District Deputy Grand Master for Toronto District 3. 
He served in that office with dedication and dignity. He organized a series of five seminars 
teaching duties and responsibilities of Lodge Officers and a deeper understanding of how a 
lodge functions. At his own expense he printed these seminar topics in a small booklet for 
use in the District. Later the Chairman of the Grand Lodge Education Committee felt that it 
deserved a larger audience and had it printed for general use with the title of “Towards the 
Square.” 

He was elected to the Board of General Purposes in 1979 and served on the Library and 
the Education Committees of Grand Lodge. His other contributions to Masonry were in the 
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York Rite as a member of University Chapter No. 241, which granted him Honorary Life 
Membership in 1999. In the Scottish Rite he joined the Valley of Toronto in 1968 and in the 
same year became a 32° Mason in Moore Sovereign Consistory in Hamilton. In September 
1984, he was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General, 33° Mason as a member of the 
Supreme Council of Canada. In 1986 he became a member of the Royal Order of 
Scotland. 


These bare details do not give sufficient evidence of the life of this worthy individual. He 
was a wonderful friend, a kindly, generous man, and one committed wholeheartedly to 
anything in which he believed. He was indeed a gentleman. I valued his friendship very 
much. The shadow of his presence will always be with us.

28, GRQ, on March 7, 1968 and being raised in Tuscan Lodge No. 28 on June 13, 1968 at 
Quebec City, Quebec. He was Worshipful Master of Tuscan Lodge No. 28, 1974 - 75. He 
had a distinguished career in many branches of Masonry in addition to Scottish Rite, he 
was a Companion of Stadacona Royal Arch Chapter No. 2, Quebec City; a member of 
William de la More the Martyr Preceptory, Knights Templar; Worthy Patron of the Victoria 
Chapter No. 25, Order of the Eastern Star; member of the Karnark Temple A.A.O.N.M.S. in 
Montreal (1971) and a member of the Quebec City Shrine Club, all while residing in 
Quebec. On his coming to Peterborough, III.-.Bro.-.Bunting affiliated with a number of 
Masonic bodies, namely Royal Arthur Lodge No. 523, GRC; Corinthian Royal Arch Chapter 
No. 36, GRC; Moore Preceptory No. 13, Knights Templar; Peterborough Chapter No. 161 
Order of the Eastern Star, all in 1984. He also subsequently joined Hiram Council No. 24, 
Royal & Select Masters of Ontario in 1992; Quinte York Rite College No. 53, Belleville, in 
1993 and Moore Conclave No. 15, Red Cross of Constantine in 1985 becominq MPS in 
1996. 


III.-.Bro.-.Bunting joined the Quebec Lodge of Perfection and received his 14° on November 
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15, 1969 and the Quebec Chapter of Rose Croix receiving his 18° on March 7, 1970 and 
the Montreal Sovereign Consistory receiving his 32° on March 26, 1971.

Brother Comrie passed away to the Grand Lodge Above at the 
Youville Extended Care Centre in Edmonton, in the early morning of 
September 22, 2006 at the age of 99 years. 

Concern for the well being of his fellow human beings, be they 
members of our Masonic Order or not, be they male or female, 
young or old - characterizes Bro. Comrie. With very few exceptions, 
every day our Brother could be found visiting and cheering up the 
sick, confined to home, hospital or care facility - These included 
friends and acquaintances made during his lifetime - members and 
widows of his and other Craft Lodges, Scottish Rite Bodies and the 


This was Clarence’s way of life. No other hobby was necessary to fulfill the enjoyment and 
satisfaction he derived from this lifelong commitment to his fellow men. His untiring efforts 
in this endevour have made him a legend in his time. 

Bro. Comrie was born on August 4, 1907 in Vegreville, Alberta. His early youth was spent 
on his parent’s farm, and in 1921 he moved to Edmonton where he completed his formal 
education at Westmount School. 


In 1927, he joined the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Columbia Railway, which in 1929 
became the Northern Alberta Railway and subsequently the Peace River Division of the 
C.N.R. Having started out as a locomotive watchman, Clarence subsequently became a 
locomotive engineer and in 1946 he was promoted into management as road foreman of 
engines. In 1962 he became Master Mechanic - the position he held until his retirement in 
September of 1972. 

The word “retirement” for was just a euphemism for exchanging one type of work for 
another, because following his retirement he immediately joined the Commercial Real 
Estate Division of Canada Permanent Trust where he served as a sales representative until 
1983, when he joined his son, Gary in his Real Estate Company. 

Bro. Comrie was initiated, passed and raised in Patricia Lodge No. 91 in 1959, serving as 
its Worshipful Master for the years 1977 - 78 and 1995 - 96. He was District Deputy Grand 
Master of District No. 12 (currently Northern Lights District) during 1981 - 82 and the 
following year, 1983 was initiated into the Royal Order of Scotland - known to his Brethren 
as Sir Clarence Progression. He received his 32° Scottish Rite, Edmonton Valley, in 1970 
and in 1972 he became a member of Al Azhar Shrine Temple, Calgary, subsequently 
joining the Clown Unit. Bro. Comrie was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General, 33° in 
Vancouver, British Columbia in September 1988. 

One of Bro. Comrie’s proudest Masonic tributes, was the privilege few fathers experience 
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- raising all three of his sons to the Sublime Degree.

He was president of the Edmonton Bar Association in 1960 
and was named Queen’s Council in 1962. He served for several years as Chairman of the 
Premier’s Advisory Committee on Corrections, and the Premier’s Advisory Committee on 
Juveniles. In 1978 he was appointed to Judge of the Provincial Court in Edmonton, retiring 
at the age of 70 in 1989. 


Ken Crockett married Enid Lofts in 1945, and together they raised a family of five children. 
Lodge brethren throughout Alberta remember Enid as a gracious hostess and “first Lady”. 


Ken contributed greatly to the community, serving as president of many organizations, 
including the Mayfair Golf and Country Club.

His life and dealings bring to mind the final charge in the Craft installation ceremony, 
summarized as, "If you see such an individual, you will see the personification of love, 
relief, and truth, and you, like me, will have had the opportunity to have known my friend 
Hugh Lyle".

In 1969, he was made a Fellow of the Institute of Canadian Advertising “in appreciation of 
outstanding and devoted service to the Institute.” 

In 1975, the Association of Canadian Advertisers presented our Brother with a special 
award in the form of a plaque “restricted to those who serve the cause of the advertiser in a 
superior way.” 

Brother Reynolds was a member of Humber Valley United Church.

As an architect John worked for a few firms at the beginning of his 
career before entering into practice for himself. He later expanded his interests into other 
areas of education and experience.

Harold attended both public and secondary school in Dundas and as 
a teen was very industrious, handling several jobs as well as working in his mother’s 
confectionery store and ice cream parlor where he learned to make great sundaes but 
more importantly, the art of Customer Service. It was this skill that got him a job at the local 
A & P store at age 14 as the “Saturday Boy” and he became a permanent employee in 
June of 1931. In 1934 at the age of 20 he became the manager of the Dundas Store and 
subsequently the manager of many other A & P stores throughout Ontario, many of which, 
he opened. 


The Valley of Toronto lost one of its quiet, unassuming and devoted 
members in the passing to the Grand Lodge above of lll.-.Bro.-.J. 
Harold Saunders on October 18 2005. Harold was in his 91 st year 
and passed away peacefully and quietly just as he lived his illustrious 
life. 

Harold was born on February 14, 1914 in Dundas Ontario, a small, 
very relaxing Ontario town on the banks of Spencer Creek just west of 
Lake Ontario. 


His service to the A & P Company was interrupted by a stint in the Canadian Army where 
he was stationed in Ontario, several Western Provinces and Vancouver Island in B. C. 
However, he was such a valuable employee that the A & P Company applied for and 
obtained what was known as an essential industrial leave from the Army and Harold started 
back managing stores in Toronto, Guelph, Kirkland Lake and numerous other Ontario 
towns. In 1970, as Vice President of Canadian Operations, Harold was transferred to 
Montreal assuming responsibilities for the warehouse, the coffee roasting plant, office staff 
and all A & P stores in Quebec and the Ottawa Valley. 


On November 4, 1936, in Galt, Ontario, (now Cambridge) Harold married the love of his 
life, Muriel Isabel Scott. They were very happily married for 55 wonderful years, but 
unfortunately, Muriel took a stroke and passed away in October 1991. There were no 
children. 


Harold’s Masonic career began on January 28, 1955 when he was initiated into Georgina 
Lodge No. 343, G.R.C. in York Temple on Eglinton at Yonge in Toronto. He was later 
Passed (March 12, 1955) and Raised (May 13, 1955) in the New York Temple at 1100 
Millwood Road, Toronto. As Georgina Lodge had many young members at that time it was 
5 years before Harold was asked to start through the chairs. He progressed through the 
chairs and was invested as Senior Warden in 1970 when (as mentioned above) he was 
transferred to Montreal. Sometime after returning to Toronto he was asked to fill a vacancy 
in the Senior Wardens chair but unfortunately, the passing of his wife was a severe blow to 
him and he asked to withdraw. However, in 1977 when an opening came up in the Jr. 
Warden’s Chair, Harold accepted the invitation to continue on through the last three chairs 
and became the Worshipful Master of Georgina Lodge on November 27, 1998. Hence it 
was often said “It took Harold 28 years to get to the East from the Jr. Warden’s Chair.” 
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Harold became a member of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada in the Valley of Toronto, receiving his 4° on October 17, 1966, his 18° somewhat 
later (after his return to Toronto) on January 20, 1994, and his 32° in the Hamilton 
Consistory on May 7, 1994. Harold participated in numerous Scottish Rite Degrees and 
was coroneted an Honorary Inspector-General at the Supreme Council Sessions in 
London, Ontario on September 13, 2001. 

Harold was a member of Heritage Lodge, a Charter member of Millennium Lodge, the 1001 
Club and a faithful member of the Eat & Argue Club. It was often said of Harold “He was 
there.” To know Harold was to know one of the finest gentlemen you could ever meet and 
an excellent example of what a true Mason should be.

IllBroJohn Allan Swifte died peacefully on August 2, 2006 after 
a courageous battle with cancer one day short of his 77th birthday. 

John Allan Swifte, better known as Allan or Al was a Freemason. 
He lived his entire life and worked as a Freemason. His honesty, 
devotion and dedication to our fraternal organization were always in 
evidence. The principles and tenets of Freemasonry overlapped his 
business, personal and family life. 


Al commenced his Masonic career by joining Beaver Lodge in 1973. In 1981, he became a 
member of the Valley of Winnipeg and served as Most Wise Sovereign in 1992-93. Al also 
joined Khartum Temple and the Director’s Staff and was appointed the Director of Khartum 
and served from 1990-92. Scottish Rite recognized Al by coroneting him in 1995. The 
Valley of Winnipeg presented their Meritorious Service award, the Walter C. McDonald 
Medal to Al in 2000. Al ‘s contribution to Masonry was further recognized in 1996 when he 
was received into the Royal Order of Scotland. 

Al was born in and spent his entire life in Winnipeg. He joined the City of Winnipeg Police 
Department in 1950 and attained the rank of detective before leaving the force in 1963 to 
pursue a career in the insurance industry. A self-educated man, Allan joined the 
Underwriters Adjustment Bureau in 1963 and undertook many years of study in the 
insurance and risk management fields. He became a Fellow of the Insurance Institute of 
Canada and an Associate in Risk Management of the Insurance Institute of America. Al 
was a Past Most Loyal Gander of the Honorable Order of the Blue Goose International. In 
the 1960’s, he was a co-founder of the Manitoba Chapter of the Canadian Risk and 
Insurance Management Society. After leaving U.A.B. Allan was the branch manager of The 
Eagle Star Insurance Co. In 1971, he left Eagle Star to create the insurance department of 
Manitoba. In 1989 Al, he retired from Hydro as the Manager of the Property and Risk 
Control Department. That year his peers across Canada voted him the recipient of the Don 
Stuart award for his contribution to Risk Management in Canada. Allan served for many 
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years on the board of Hy-Line (Vantis) Credit Union. He was a long time member of Christ 
Church Anglican in Winnipeg and served on the Boy Cub and Scout Committee. He was a 
Sunday school teacher for many years, served on Vestry, and was the People’s Warden. 
He was a lay reader for 20 years. 

Al loved life and laughter. He lived for his family and spent many happy hours entertaining 
family and friends with his flawless recall of thousands of jokes and stories. He could find 
humour in almost every any situation and his greatest legacy is the happiness he brought 
to those around him.

While living in Delta, he met and married Irene Slack and they had two 
sons. Howard was always active in his community, serving as trustee 
on the Rideau District School Board, chief of the volunteer fire brigade 
and later chairman of a school board in the Peterborough area. After moving to Brockville 
he was a very active member of his church where he served as property chairman until ill 
health forced him to resign. 


Howard F. Warren, 33°, at 78 years of age, passed away in Brockville 
Aug. 5th, 2004, of heart failure. 

Born and raised in the Delta area, as a young man he joined what is 
now Ontario Hydro and lived and worked in Peterborough for a time. He 
eventually moved to Brockville in the 1970's where he became 
customer service supervisor, retiring in 1986. 


He was deeply involved in the Masonic order, having joined Harmony Lodge, Delta in 1955. 
He served at all levels of the organizations in Delta, Peterborough, Lyn and Brockville, and 
having travelled both the Scottish and York Rite routes, became a 32° Mason. A life 
member of the Royal Arch he served as First Principal, Sussex St. Lawrence Chapter No.
